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Parts lack 
threatens old 
street lights

An acute shortage of electrical 


parts is threatening to put an end to 
the 50-year-old classic streetlights in 
Arlington Heights' Scorsdalc subdivi- 
sion. 


The vintage lights, already failing 


In parts of Scarsdale, arc dependent 
on obsolete fuses to keep power flow- 
ing through the system when one bulb 
burns out. 


"As far as I know, I bought the last 


400 (fuses) off a dusty shelf in the 
back of a supply house In Chicago a 
couple weeks ago," said Dill Bachem, 
Arlington Heights electrical engineer. 


As bulbs continue to burn out, the 


reserve of fuses could be exhausted 
"in a matter of months," Bachem 
said. 


NEW STREETLIGHTS for Scars-, 


dale have been a continuing con- 
troversy which flared a year ago 
when residents in the area successful- 
ly thwarted plans to install sodium 
vapor lights. 


Ray Punk, president of the Scars- 


dale Property Owners Assn., said 
Wednesday many residents are "very 
concerned" about the apparent In- 
ability to find replacement parts for 
(ho lights. 


A special citizens' committee has 


been meeting every week since July 
to come up with a stylo of light post 
that will be aesthetically acceptable 
to residents and financially accept- 
able to village officials, Funk said. 


The committee soon will present its- 
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recommendations to the homeowners, 
and it is hoped then have the matter 
taken up by the village board, he said. 


The sodium-vapor lighting system 


proposed for Scarsdale would have 
cost $400,000 a year ago. 


LANTERN-STYLE lights 'such as 


those being eyed by the special com- 
mittee, could cost significantly more. 


"Even if wo could get everybody's 


agreement tomorrow, it would take at 
least six months to get a new lighting 
system functioning 
in Scarsdale," 


Funk said. 


In the meantime, residents are won- 


dering how long the existing lights 
will lost. 


Bachem compared the Scarsdale 


streetlights to "old-fashioned Christ- 
mas tree lights where, if one bulb 
burned out, the whole string would go 
off." 


Modern streetlights are'not wired 


that way and, as a result, there has 
been a declining demand for fuses to 
keep the old-fashioned lights burning, 
he said. 


SOME OF THE streetlights In 


Scarsdale are being held together by 
'.'spit and chewing gum," Bachem 
said, referring to the overhead wires 
strung between light posts. 


The transformer at Park Street and 


Bristol Lane that powers the Scars- 
dale system has been out of produc- 
tion for 15 years. If it breaks down, 
all Scarsdale streetlights will be dark, 
he. said. 


Some Scarsdale homeowners have 


said the village deliberately let the 
old lights deteriorate in order to force 
brighter lights into the neighborhood. 


Some streetlights have been out for 


more than a year, they say. 


RACHEM SAID no lights should be 


left unrepaired in Scarsdale, although 
some lanterns have "disappeared" in 
recent weeks, apparently stolen by 
scavengers, he said. 


The village is now in the middle of 


a 120-day test of sodium-vapor lights 
on Slgwalt Street and Harvard and 
Princeton avenues in the Surrey 
Ridge West subdivision. But a test In 
S c a r s d a l e of different types of 
streetlights, though recommended by 
the plan commission, has not been ap- 
proved by the village board. 


"They're talking about more hear- 


ings (on sodium vapor lights) and an- 
other test in our area, and that could 
take months," Funk said.

Imagine a third grader asking if he 


can skip recess to work on his science 
project. 


Check the mini-gardens growing in 


the second-grade classrooms. 


Hear the oohs and aahs from a 


group of youngsters watching a sheet 
of metal turn into mush. 


THESE ARE JUST some of the ex- 


periments and reactions to the new 
science program in Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dist. 59 this year. 


Instead of 'youngsters being as- 


signed reams of reading materials to 
learn about science, they are learning 
science the scientific way — through 
experimentation. 


The district began using the Science 


Curriculum 
Improvement Studies 


(SCIS) by Rand McNally Co. this 
year. The closest youngsters come to 
an assigned text is with the workbook 
manual they use to record their ex- 
periments. 


Joanne Straka, a 
second-grade 


teacher at- Jay School, Mount Pros- 
pect, said the district realized some- 
thing was missing in the science pro- 
gram used before SCIS was adopted. 
Many teachers were teaching science 
from a book and shoved it off as one 
of those necessary evils, she said. 
Very often experiments fell to the 
wayside. 


"STUDENTS LEARN the intangible 


concepts by using tangible things," 
Mrs. Straka said. 


To teach the growth cycle, her sec- 


ond graders planted beans and peas 
and are watching them grow. They 
also have "cultivated" their own fruit 
flies she said by putting a banana in a 
jar to catch two flies. They are now 
watching them mate and grow in num- 
bers. 


"The things you and I take for 


granted they haven't experienced 
yet," she said. "You could tell them 
all day that plants only need so much 
water but they won't believe it until 
they've seen it themselves." 


After the discovery process has tak- 


en place, the teacher leads a dis- 
cussion to being the students' findings 
into focus and teach the proper terms. 


She said some teachers were con- 


cerned about the experimental ap- 
proach but are being won over be- 
cause of the youngsters' response. 
"You can see the excitement and 
learning going on," she said. 


ROOKIE SIIIFRIN. a third-grade 


teacher at Jay, said the curriculum 
gives the youngster who isn't the 
"best academically" the opportunity 
to excell. "It doesn't matter how 
smart you are because there are no 
right or wrong answers." 


The group learning process also is a 


good feature of the program, Mrs. 
Shlfrin said. "They have to share and 
learn together. You can't do it all on 
your own." 


One class was busy working on solu-

The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion.

Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with, 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last' 
' year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, about 


12,170'students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows,, are 
feeling the same effects as public 
schools'as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns.

"This has been a trend for the past 


four yean and we anticipate a decline • 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchl, principal of Our'Lady ot^ 
thr Wayside School In Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's enrollment 
dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there Just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns,' principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, is suffering- from the 
dwindling population of'children. The 
parish school board had projected a 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 461, she said.

Incentive does a company need?" 


By 1980, GM^cars classified at 3,500 


pounds or less will account-for more 
than 70 per cent of sales .compared 
with a 20 per cent current rate, be 
said. 


GIVING 
AMERICAN consumers 


what they want in a new car is a 
tough job, Terrell said. The balance 
between fuel economy and pollution 
control improvements changes accord- 
ing to Congressional demands, he said. 
GM is pushing for a delay in the en- 
forcement of pollution control stan- 
dards slated for 1978. 


Terrell said the American consumer 


does not need government to force him 
into a lightweight car. "If our in-

Most of America's working women 


refused to join a nationwide feminist 
strike Wednesday, many of them ex- 
plaining they were too busy, uninter- 
ested or afraid a walkout would cost 


> them their Jobs. 


First Lady Betty Ford and Con- 


necticut Gov. Ella Grasso were 
among the millions of women who 
went to work, Ignoring a one-day 
strike called by the National Organi- 
zation for Women to protest dis- 
crimination against women. 


A spot check by UPI of private em- 


ployers and government agendas 
throughout the nation showed no un-i 
usual absenteeism 
among women. 


Some offices reported, however, that 
women employes were wearing femin- 
ist armbands, holding special com- 
plaint sessions with the boss or join- 
ing lunchtime rallies, bazaars or 
workshops In big city porks. 


Rallies based pn the theme of the 


strike - "Alice Doesn't" - were 
staged in Washington, San Francisco, 
Indianapolis, Iowa City, Boston, Salt 


Lake City, Carbondale, HI., and other 
cities. Glenn Ellefson, a NOW, spokes- 
woman, cited these as "quite good 
support." 


In Illinois, a spot check of some of 


the largest employers of women 
showed most were at work as usual. 


A spokesman at Illinois Bell said, 


"We don't have any indication of any 
unusual absences." The company em- 
ploys about 40,000 people, approxi- 
mately half of them women. 


At the Continental Illinois Bank of. 


Chicago, where 3,000 to 4,000 of the 
bank's 9,000 employes are women, a 
spokesperson said there was "no dis- 
cernible effect." 


A spokesman for the First National 


Bank'of Chicago said, "We don't see 
any apparent difference." 


Sherry Reynolds of Hoffman 
Es- 


tates, a member of NOW, said she 
was not surprised that there was little 
strike activity in the Northwest sub- 
urbs. "I'm going to be interested to 
see some of the anti-strikes," she 
said. 


Ms. Reynolds also said the strike 


was poorly timed, coming while many 
NOW members were still on their way 
home from the organization's national 
convention In Philadelphia. "Most of 
the really active people I know are 
just getting home," she said.

"He has asked his doctors not to 


dope him, however bad the pain, be- 
cause he wants to stay conscious," 
the source said. 


A bulletin issued by his docotrs at 9 


p.m. (3 p.m. EST) said "Congestive 
heart failure continues at the same 
level. The bulletin said Franco, whose 
intestines were paralyzed Tuesday 
night, was now suffering rectal hem- 


morhages and that there was ex- 
cessive formation of liquid in the in- 
testine. 


A later communique said: 
"The civilian and military house- 


holds advise that at midnght accord- 
ing to the doctors on duty the clinical 
situation of his excellency the chief of 
state is stationary and the patient is 
resting normally." 


Several persons who visited the 


palace said there was more color in 
Franco's face and the atmosphere in 


the palace was not as dramatic as it 
had been. 


They said his family was trying to 


avoid creating an emotional atmos- 
phere in order to permit Franca com- 
plete rest. He drinks milk and has an 
appetite, drinks water as well as tak- 
ing nourishment by Intravenous in- 
jection, these persons said. 


One doctor said on leaving Franco's

Indict Patty's 
lover, Soliah, 
for murder 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) - A 


federal grand jury Wednesday In- 
dieted Steven Soliah, Patricia 
Hearst's lover, on a death penalty 
charge of killing a woman customer 
during a suburban Sacramento bank 
robbery last April. 


Miss Hearst previously had been 


Identified as the driver of a car later 
used In the getaway from the bank. 
U.S. Attorney Dwayne Keyes empha- 
sized, "This indictment should not re- 
flect the end of the Investigation." 


The one-count "felony murder" in- 


dictment accused Soliah, 27, of killing 
the woman with a shotgun blast dur- 
ing the April 21 robbery at the carmi- 
chael branch of the Crocker National 
Bank. 


The FBI earlier confirmed that 


Miss Hearst was identified as the 
woman who rented a Sacramento ga- 
rage in April to store an automobile 
used as a getaway car in the robbery. 


Keyes told reporters witnesses posi- 


tively identified Soliah as being in the 
bank during the robbery.

battled and burning Holiday Inn. 


The guests and hotel staff got out 


just as a fire touched off by a mortar 
shell swept through part of the build- 
ing. 


Wounded American newsman Philip 


Caputo of the Chicago Tribune was 
evacuated from a hospital where he 
was taken last week after being shot 
by Moslem gunmen. 


The rescue operation was arranged 


at the request of the U. S. Embassy. 


"We're in the process of trying to 


get everybody out," an embassy 
spokesman said. 


Many of those evacuated were tak- 


en straight to Beirut Airport and put 
on waiting planes for Europe. The air- 
port was crowded with foreigners 
leaving the strife-torn capital at the 
rate of about 400 per day. 


The American Embassy has al- 


ready sent about 160 non-essential 
staffers and their dependents out of 
the country. A group of 50 staffers 


from the American Community School 
also left Tuesday. 


Authorities said they would try to 


arrange more evacuations Thursday 
for those still trapped, including 
guests hiding In the basements of the 
embattled St. George and Phoenicia 
hotels. 


Elsewhere in the Middle East: 
Israel said its forces intercepted a 


seven-man Arab guerrilla squad infil- 
trating the Israeli-held Golan Heights, 
killing two raiders and capturing the 
others. It accused Syria of training 
the guerrillas in violation of the troop 
disengagement agreement. 


Justice Douglas rushed 
to hospital with fever 


• Supreme Court Justice William 


0. Douglas, who has been battling to 
overcome the effects of a stroke for 10 
months, was rushed to Walter Reed 
Army Hospital Wednesday for treat- 
ment of a fever. A hospital spokes- 
man said Douglas, 77, was "comfort- 
able" and in satisfactory condition, 
but was expected to remain hospital- 
ized "a few days." Douglas, who 
wears a pacemaker, suffered a stroke 
last Dec. 31. He barred his doctors 
from giving any detailed statements 
about his condition.

Ford takes strong stand against federal help for N. Y. 


'WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford, pledging to veto any bill to res- 
cue Now York City from insolvency, 
Wednesday proposed bankruptcy leg- 
islation to put the city's financial af- 
fairs under control of a federal court 
if default occurs: 


In a speech at the National Press 


Club here, Ford promised only limit- 
ed, temporary federal aid of an un- 
specified nature and amount to tide 
tho city over and pay for vital police, 
fire and health services while a judge 
supervises the city's financial reorga- , 
nlzatlon. 


Taking a stronger stand than ever 


against a federal "bail out," he said 
the city had been "misled" for years.' 
He contended default would have only 
a temporary, bearable impact on .the 
nation's financial markets', and'tnat a 


federally guaranteed loan to avert 
default would be a "terrible prece- 
dent." 


"New York City's officials have 


proved in the past that they will not 
face up to the city's massive network 
of pressure groups as long as any al- 
ternative Is available," Ford said. "If 
they can scare the whole country Into 
providing that alternative now, why 
shouldn't they be confident they can 
scare us again into providing it three 
years from now." 


Officials in New York City and state 


said that without federal help, the city 
will default on Nov. 17, when a new 
round of debt becomes due for repay- 
ment. The city owes bondholders $12.3 
billion. Gov. Hugh Carey has said the 
state might then be forced tato'default 
in the spring!

Ford said he still believed default 


was not "absolutely certain" If offi- 
cials In the city "step up" to their 
responsibility. 


Democrats In the Senate are push- 


ing a bill to provide $4 billion in feder- 
ally guaranteed loans to avert default, 
but'the legislation is unpopular in 
Congress and Ford's stand — and his 
threatened veto — raised new hazards 
to its passage.

It was doubtful that Congress could

N.Y. bond rating at default level 


- NEW YORK (UPI) — Moody's Investors Service, re- 
acting to President Ford's vow to veto bail-out legisla- 
tion for New York City, Wednesday lowered its credit 
rating on New York City bonds to the default level. 


Moody's dropped its rating on New York City bonds 


by two grades from "JBA" to "CAA," one of the poorest 
possible ratings for any municipal bond. 


Moody's defines a "CAA" bond as one which "may be 


In default or there may be present elements of danger 
with respect to principal or Interest." That means it 
believes holders of the bonds'have no assurance they 
will get their money back.

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Moody's said it lowered the rating on the bonds be- 


cause "elements of default are now predominant as 
sources of'financial support for maturing obligations 
haye all but disappeared along with chances of a feder- 
al guarantee." 


Another factor leading to the further downgrading of

Fulle out of state during 
alleged payoffs time: wife

County Comr. Floyd Pullc was 


vacationing in Florida and 'Puerto 
Rico when two contractors allegedly 
delivered $19,000 in zoning extortion 
payments, Fullo's wife said Wednes- 
day during Fullc's extortion trial. 


Patricia R. Fullo produced a Ken- 


tucky speeding ticket, a Florida tele- 
phono bill and gasoline receipts from 
the Florida trip to provide an alibi for 
her husband. 


"As you know, I've been looking 


high and low for stuff to prove my hus- 
band's Innocence," Mrs. Fulle told de- 
fense attorney Arthur Zimmerman as 
she dramatically pulled the papers 
from her purse. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, Des Plaines, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to influence zoning 
(or Northwest suburban apartment 
builders. 


BUILDER THOMAS Origer, former 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the U.S. District 
Court jury last week that Fulle ac- 
cepted $9,000 about Sept. 19,4968, for 
a Northflcld Township zoning payoff. 


P l u m b i n g contractor William 


Adams, who Is representing the devel- 
oper of the Old Madrid Apartments in 
Palatine, said lost week that he 
passed $10,000 to Fulle in mid-June 
1971. 


Tho two witnesses grudgingly esti- 


mated the approximate payoff dates 
after intense questioning by Fulle's 
atlomoys. 


"Do you know If Mr.,Origer saw 


your husband on that date (Sept. 19, 
1968)7" Zimmerman asked Mrs. 
Fullo. 


"Ho did not see my husband ... we 


were in San Juan, Puerto Rico," Mrs. 
Fulle said. The Fullcs attended a 
travel agents' convention between 
Sept. IS and Sept. 22, she said. 


"Is it possible Mr. Adams met your 


husband on June IS or June 19, 1971, 
to offer the $10,000 payoff?" Zimmer- 
man asked. 


"NO WAV." Mrs. Fulle said. "We 


were In Florida."' 


The couple left Des Plaines June 10, 


arrived at their vacation home in Hol- 
lywood, Fla., June 12 and returned 
home June 27, she said. 


"I have, a speeding ticket my hus- 


band got on ths way, if you want to 
see it," she said. The pink receipt, 
dated June 11 in Park City, Ky., 
charged that Fulle was driving 85 
m.p.h. in a 70 m.p.h. zone. "We were 
passing a truck?1 she said. 


The telephone bill showed calls 


from the Fulle vacation home June 13 
and 22, 1971. The gasoline receipts 
were dated between June 10 and June 
27, 1971. 


U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas said the 


government will object to use of the 
documents as evidence. Mrs. Fulle 
found the papers Saturday and gov- 
ernment attorneys were not warned of 
the documents until Mrs. Fulle testi- 
fied about 4 p.m. 


Wearing a black pants suit and a 


four-leaf lucky medallion, Mrs. Fulle 
also described a meeting with Adams 
In July 1974. Adams, who testified he 
passed $30,000 to Fulle in 1970 and 
1971 for favorable zoning for Old 
Madrid, appeared at the backdoor of 
the Fulle home and warned that 
"your house is under surveillance." 


ADAMS THEN told Fulle that Valu-

MSD opens tunnel work bids 


Construction bids to build five drop 


shafts and 4.2 miles of tunnels deep 
under Mount Prospect were opened at 
Metropolitan Sanitary District offices 
Tuesday. 


The low bid for the construction 


work was $33,749,664, a figure IS per 
cent above the MSD's estimate of $31 
million. 


The low bid was submitted as a 


Joint venture by three contractors — 
S. A. Healy Co., Greenfield Construc- 
tion Co. and Gordon H. Ball Co. 


Other bids ranged as high as $43.1 


million for the work. 


THE TUNNELS WILL be built 160 


feot underground to collect sanitary 
and storm sewage from areas of 


Mount Prospect, Arlington Heights 
and Des Plalnes. 


The drop shafts to be built as part 


of the.contract are located at: 


• A point 400 feet north of the inter- 


section of Waller Creek and Central 
Road. 


• The intersection of Welter Creek 


and Lincoln Street. 


• The edge of Weller Creek opposite 


Wa-Pclla Avenue. 


• The intersection of Weller Creek 


and Elmhurst Road. 


• The Intersection of Elmhurst 


Road and Oakton Street. 


The contract also Includes building 


a main shaft on MSD property south- 
west of the Intersection of Elmhurst 


Road and Oakton Street. Work will 
begin at that shaft and proceed north 
along Elmhurst Road,'and then will 
follow the creek northwest to the drop 
shaft north of Central Road. 


The construction on the tunnels Is 


expected to take three years to com- 
plete. While the tunnels will be bored 
out of rock, there will be some blast- 
Ing at the drop shaft locations when 
the shafts are constructed. 


The tunnels will be between 12 and 


20 feet In diameter. 


MSD engineers will study the bids

The Illinois Courts Commission will 


rule today if Circuit Court Judge Rob- 
ert A. Sweeney will bo cited for offi- 
cial misconduct In connection with a 
ID74 Schnumburg drunken driving ar- 
rest. 


The five-member Courts Commis- 


sion Is to announce its decision this 
morning following a hearing Wednes- 
day in which Sweeney asked that ho 
"bo forgiven" for the Incident. 


Sweeney, assigned to the probate di- 


vision of Circuit Court, has been 


charged with official misconduct by 
the Illinois Judicial Inquiry Board for 
the incident in which he resisted 
Schnumburg police officers' arrest at- 
tempts after a traffic accident. 


CHARGES OF drunken driving, re- 


sisting arrest, disobeying a police offi- 
cer and driving in the wrong lane 
were leveled against Sweeney, but on 
Jan. fi, 1975, Associate Judge Marvin 
peters ordered "supervision," in ef- 
fect an acquittal, on three of the 
counts and a fine of $100 for a reduced 
charge of failing to comply with a po- 
lice officer.

Northern Illinois residents whose 


employers do not have a retirement 
program can set aside part of their 
earnings in a retirement program, 
said Charles F. Mirinnl.

"Some say it's a poor man'8 tax 


shelter, while others call it a do-it- 
yourself pension plan," Mlrinni said. 
"Officially It's called an Individual re- 
tirement account, an Important part 
of a new pension law that permits 
qualified employes to mako tax-de- 
ductible contributions of IS per cent of 
their earnings, up to a maximum of 


$1,500 a year, into an individual re- 
tirement program." 


Arrangements for the financial plan 


can be made through appropriate fi- 
nancial institutions, Miriani said. The 
individual pays no interest on the 
money until it is withdrawn from the 
'account, generally at retirement. "At 
that time chances arc good the person 
will be in a lower tax bracket, plus 
the contribution made during the pro- 
gram arc tax deductible," Miriani 
said. 


A contribution must be made to an 


individual retirement account before 
Dec. 31 to qualify for a tax deduction 
this year.

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Sleep .disorders get wrong diagnoses, doctor says 


"Over-coupler sedatives 'harmful' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Two physi- 


•clans testified Wednesday that Soml- 
•«ncx. Nytol, Compoz and other non- 
, prescription sedative* arc Ineffective 
innd cnn havo harmful side effects if 
rlakcn in excess.

llorsliey Medical Center and David 
Grecnblatt of Massachusetts General

'television advertising that promotes

~ They suld many of the most popular 
"dlccp aids and tranquilizcrs have mild 
sedative properties, but not enough to 
produce their advertised effects, and 
may merely bo "placebos."

H Grecnblatt named such sedatives as 
tvtiomincx, Nytol, Compoz, Slccp-Ezc, 


fcUccdrin PM and others. 


"IN ADDITION to being 
In- 


•itffcctlvc," Grecnblatt said, "the non- 


prescription drugs arc readily avail- 
able and popular agents for in- 
toxication. 


"Futal overdosage, fortunately, is 


unusual, but ingestion of excessive 
quantities can cause excitement, hal- 
lucinations, delirium, psychosis and 
dangerous elevations of body tem- 
perature and blood pressure." 


Kales said that with "marked over- 


dose of these drugs — 10 to 30 tablets 
— a stuporous state, confusion, ex- 
treme psychiatric disturbance, coma 
and even dca(h have been reported." 


Grecnblatt said the drugs arc not 


dangerous in the recommended do- 
sages, but "the risk-benefit ratio of 
these drugs is extremely unfavor- 
able." 


Kales said the television advertising 


also "conditions the public to the idea 
that taking medication for minimal 
kinds of difficulties is quite appro- 
priate to do." 


Some 30 million Americans suffer 


from sleeping disorders which many 
doctors diagnose incorrectly, the pres- 
ident of the American Narcolepsy, 
Assn. said Wednesday. 


William P. Baird said many persons 


who have narcolepsy, or sleeping sick- 
ness, must see four or five doctors be; 
fore their condition is determined. 
' • 


"They are told they need more 


sleep, they're not getting enough ex- 
ercise or they need glasses," said 
Balrd. He added that thousands of 
people don't know about their problem 
and that more federal funds arc 
needed for research. 


"Narcolepsy is costing the nation bil- 


lions of dollars each year," he said. 
Persons with .narcolepsy are under- 
productive, he said, referring 
to 


people who fall down on the job while 
suffering from attacks of muscular 
weakness or paralysis and excessive 
daytime sleepiness. 


BAIKD AND SEVERAL sleep dis- 


order experts from Stanford Univer- 
sity and the University, of Chicago 
hosted a seminar for physicians at the 
Arlington Park Hilton Hotel. Topics 
ranged from causes of insomnia to 
sleepwalking and included discussion 


of sudden infant death and night- 
mares. 


There arc four classic symptoms of 


narcolepsy that physicians should be 
aware of, according to Dr. Christian 
Guilleminault, associate professor of 
psychiatry, Dept. of Psychiatry and 
Sleep Disorders at Stanford. 


He said narcoleptics cannot control 


when they will sleep. They have sleep- 
ing attacks during the day. "They will 
fall asleep while talking, they will fall 
asleep while eating," he said. 


Three other symptoms include ca- 


tuplexy, a sudden and complete im- 
pairment of the muscles resulting in 
paralysis; sleep paralysis, which oc- 
curs when the narcoleptic is about to 
fall asleep or wake up; and hypnagog- 
ic hallucinations, when a person sees 
a lion jumping at him while driving, 
for example. 


Narcoleptics sleep the same amount 


of time as other people but will fall 
asleep during the day and have non- 
sleep ^periods during the night, said 
Dr. Guilleminault. 


HE SAID THE DISORDER can be 


discovered in people at a young age 
but that the problem is overlooked. 
Children who fall asleep in school or 


take long naps "are supposed to do 
that," he said. 


He added there is "no good trcat- 


• merit" for narcolepsy and that drugs 
don't have a lasting effect. 


The experts also said persons who 


have trouble sleeping should sec a 
doctor. Insomniacs should look for 
any of three signs of problems, in- 
cluding: 


• Failure to fall asleep within 30 


minutes after the lights are turned 
out. 


• Failure to sleep at least 5Vi hours 


during the night. 


•• Staying awake more than 30 min- 


utes during the night. 


The researcher showed films of 


narcolepsy patients and Baird brought 
a narcoleptic poodle on stage to show 
how, when excited, the dog loses all 
muscle control and collapses. The au- 
dience applauded when the demon- 
stration was over.

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For NSSEO teachers 
Parents support 
special ed union

Parents of children In Northwest 


Suburban Special Education Organlza- 
tln (NSSEO) programs rallied to the 
support of special education teachers 
who are fighting for recognition of 
their union. 


About 100 parents met Tuesday 


night and signed a petition supporting 
tho teachers' request for union recog- 
nition. Parents Intend to present the 
petition on masse at the Nov. 5 
NSSEO board meeting at Kirk Center, 
520 S. Plum Grove Rd., Palatine. \ 


NSSEO teachers affiliated last 


spring with the Illinois Education 
Assn. and since that time have been 
asking for the NSSEO governing 
board to recognize the union as the 
sole bargaining agent for the teach- 
ers. 


Tho bodrd, however, In September, 


gave teachers an 11 per cent pay 
raise and salary schedule without 
negotiating a contract with the union. 
This is the first year teachers have a 
salary schedule setting salaries ac- 
cording to educational degrees and 
experience. Teachers were paid pre- 
viously on a merit system. 


AT AN OCT. I meeting, tho board 


agreed to discuss recognition of tho 
union, but stated as conditions to rec- 
ognition that tho union could not dis- 
cuss their salary schedule for this 
year or working conditions for 1976-77.' 


Tom Schwartz, union president, said 


the union has notified the board that It 
"will not accept their offer to recog- 
nize us" with those conditions. 


Schwartz said the 11 per cent pay 


increase is deceptive because accord- 
ing to tho salary schedule most teach- 
ers are not receiving a full 11 per cent 
raise. 


"Fifteen per cent of tho teachers 


ore frozen at their present wages," he 


said. "When compared to teachers in 
other districts in this area, we're sec- 
ond from -the bottom of the pay 
scale." 


The board has agreed to let the 


union speak at the Nov. 5 meeting, 
Schwartz said. 


THE PARENTS' MEETING was in- 


formational, Schwartz said. 


Beth Johnson, parent of a child at 


tho Kirk Center for the Handicapped, 
said it was her idea to start the peti- 
tion, and efforts are being made to 
reach other NSSEO parents for signa- 
tures. 


"Parents who couldn't come were 


asking those who could to call them to 
toll them what happened," Mrs. John- 
son said. 


She said the teachers called the 


meeting. "They haven't been able to 
get anywhere in their requests, and 
they were coming to us really as a 
last resort." 


Mrs. Johnson said parents she has 


talked with want tho board to nego- 
tiate working conditions such as class 
size and home visitation days. 


"WE FEEL IT'S of utmost impor- 


tance to discuss these things, because 
administrators are often so busy ad- 
ministering that they don't get to 
know the needs of, our kids the way 
the teachers do," she said. 


Parent Tom Weycrs of Buffalo 


Grove said ho believes "the teachers 
not only deserve a raise but should be 
paid more than the average teacher. 
They are more highly qualified and 
they deserve it." 


Mrs. Johnson said Kirk Center has 


great facilities, "but what really 
makes the school is our teachers. I 
was ashamed of myself for having to 
be told about what was happening to 
them. They're taking care of my son, 
yet I never inquired to find out how 
they're being taken care of."

are part of nutrition and there is no 
such thing as a nonnutritious calorie. 
That is like having nonfat fat. 


Try to think of nutrition not as who 


is on first but what jjou need for the 
whole process. Your body Is like an 
engine, and the combustion stage re- 
quires both gas in the engjne and 
spark plugs. So you need calories, the 
fuel or energy, and the means to 
process it, the vitamins. 


First, you need enough calories but 


not too many, for growth, proper body 
weight and daily energy. 


Second, you need all the right vita- 


mins and minerals to process the food 
to release the calories and to provide 
parts for the body such as calcium for 
bones and iron for blood. 


Third, you need protein, because it 


contains amino acids that are used to 
build body structures, such as mus> 
cle, and even to build enzymes, hor- 
mones and other vital body sub- 
stances. What protein you don't use 
for building or replacement building 
can be used as fuel or calories to pro- 
vide energy or store energy as fat. It 
can also be used to form carboh/- 
drate fuel for the same purpose. Ex- 
cess protein is not helpful in any way 
except to provide fuel.

Fourth, think of how all these ca- 


lories (carbohydrates, fat, protein and 
even alcohol) are packaged. They are 
diluted, if you will, with water and 
indigestible material or bulk, and fi- 
ber. Your calories need to be diluted 
with enough of these to give you diet 
satisfaction from bulk amount without 
getting too many calories. And the 
bulk provides enough volume for nor- 
mal intestinal actions. You can get 
your bulk from any whole cereals, 
-particularly wheat and oats. You can 


use any of the shredded wheat prod- 
ucts, bran products (All Bran, 40 per 
cent Bran Flakes, Grape-Nut Flakes), 
cooked oat meal, but you won't get 
much fiber from rice. 


Sweets, candy, white or refined 


flour provide calories or fuel and 
that is part of nutrition, but they may 
lack vitamins, minerals and certainly 
cereal fiber unless artificially added. 
So, use whole wheat products such as 
whole wheat bread and avoid sweets 
unless you need to increase your fuel 
(calorie) Intake. 


Beyond these aspects of a balanced 


diet you can add the measures of lim- 
iting fat and saturated fat to prevent 
fatty-cholesterol deposits and sweets 
plus fats to limit calories or any modi- 
fications that may be required to 
medical reasons.

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Firm continues to sqll child 'modeling9 services 


A New* Analysis

It hns been one year since The Her- 


nld reported on Audition Division 
Ltd., n Roscmont company that sends 
letters to parents nil over the Chicago 
area suggesting their children have 
tho makings to become a model. 


Despite numerous complaints about 


Audition received by this newspaper; 
despite last year's publicity; despite 
t h o Involvement of three state 
agencies, tho courts and a state legis- 
lator, Audition Division today contin- 
ues to send letters to unsuspecting 
parents in tho Northwst suburbs and 
elsewhere and secure expensive con- 
tracts that usually yield nothing. 


"They're treading a thin line" be- 


tween technical legality and unethical 
activity," said Rep. Eugenia Chapman 
D-Arllngton Heights, who recently 
looked Into tho firm's practices but 
came up with a blank. 


She was given the same story The 


Herald got from tho attorney general's 
consumer fraud office and the state's 
attorney's office: technically it's not 
fraud and there's nothing we can do 
to stop it. 


It works like this: parents receive a 


letter from Audition saying that if 


they would allow their children to 
work as professional models for TV 
commercials and catalogue advertis- 
ing, Audition would like to speak to 
them. 


The letter adds, "If the information 


I have is correct, I want to arrange a 
TV audition as soon as possible." The 
letters lost year were signed by 
"Laura Ward," a name The Herald 
disclosed was fictitious. According to 
a parent who received a letter this 
September, the name now being used 
is "Jean Marks." 


WHEN THE PARENTS call, The 


Herald's earlier investigation showed, 
they ore told Jean Marks is out of the 
office and that the speaker is taking 
her calls. The man then asks the 
names and ages of the children — it 
also was established by The Herald 
that Audition has no information on 
the children and that they have not 
been referred to Audition, but the let- 
ters are simply sent out on tho basis 
of mailing lists. 


Several men who serve as Audi- 


tion's employment counselors and 
who are given scrips to memorize, re- 
cite that Audition is a bonded and li- 
censed modeling agency, that there is 
no charge for the audition, that the 


children make "handsome" earnings. 


A time for the video test is then set 


up — always on a weekend day, at 
which time hundreds of children are 
run through the I assembly-line pro- 
cess. The parents' then are given a 
date to call back and get the "re- 
sults." . 


According to information provided 


The Herald last year by a former em- 
ploye of Audition, the children are not 
actually screened and few if any are 
ever turned down. Indeed, the script 
for the employment counselors' sec- 
ond conversation with parents is en- 
titled: "Interview with parents after 
Audition results indicate child has tal- 
ent." ' 


Parents are given an appointment 


to meet with the counselor, at which 
time he tells them that their child has 
personality and a good appearance 
and that he definitely can work with 
this child. After describing how chil- 
dren make $158 a day for TV com- 
mercials plus "residuals" every time 
the commercial is broadcast, he gets 
the parents' signature on a contract 
for photographs, which have gone 
from $138 to $156. 


THE PHOTOGRAPHS and video- 


tapes (which parents never see) are 


supposedly sent to the Ann Geddes 
modeling agency in Chicago, where 
the child will be "pushed" to advertis- 
ing clients. A few children have been 
called for jobs, although usually not 
breaking even on the investment in 
photographs, The Herald's earlier in- 
vestigation showed. 


But most parents never hear, from 


Audition again — unless they receive 
a second "Laura Ward" or "Jean 
Marks" letter, as some parents have, 
the investigation further revealed. 


The rub Is this: Audition does not 


guarantee jobs. The employment 
counselors tell parents this during the 
interview, and it 1$ stated In bold type 
in the contract. 


It apparently is quite adequate to 


get Audition off the hook legally, but 
after the rest of the pitch, It is not 
enough to save many parents from 
beguilement. 


E x a m p l e from the counselors' 


script: "I don't want to imply she's 
going to get rich. I don't guarantee 
jobs. But if I didn't think she had po- 
tential, I wouldn't waste my time." 


Actually, the primary source of Au- 


dition's income Is not from commis- 
sions on jobs obtained for the children 
but the photo contracts. Parents are 
told they must supply a portfolio and 


some parents were quoted inflated 
prices supposedly charged by other 
photographers. Then, the Audition 
counselor offers to handle the photo- 
graphy at $52 per year for three years 
— payable in lump sum Immediately. 


THE PARENTS ARE told that se- 


lections are being made the next 
morning, or that there is a need for 
their child's particular age and sex, 
and that they must decide immediate- 
ly to sign the contract or lose the op- 
portunity. 


Audition's president is Ernest C. 


Glasser, former employe of American 
Models, a similar type of agency that 
was ordered by the Federal Trade 
Commission in 1971 to stop mis- 
representing its services and In 1972 
was dissolved by the State of Illinois. 


The Department of Labor, Division 


of Private Employment Agencies, has 
statutory authority to regulate such 
businesses as Audition. The Herald 
last year found that Audition had 
apparently violated certain registra- 
tion requirements, and one of its 
counselors was subsequently brought 
to court by the department. Although 
the court acknowledged the violation, 
it dismissed the charge. 


The director of the employment 


agencies division, John Riordan, 
. repeatedly told The Herald bis office 
had received complaints and evidence 
indicating further violations by Audi- 
tion and that they were investigating. 
He said on several occasions that fur- 
ther charges would be brought. 


However, nothing has happened, 


and when contacted recently, Riordan 
said the Audition case is on "hold." 


Besides stating there is no legal 


fraud being committed, the state's at- 
torney and consumer fraud offices 
told Rep. Chapman that not enough 
people were willing to file formal 
complaints. 


Whether a company is operating 


fraudulently or not, consumers should 
follow a few simple guidelines at all 
times: 


• Read all documents carefully and 


ask questions until you understand all 
details regarding costs, obligations on 
your part and guarantees (if any) by 
thp other party. 


• Do not allow the other party to 


pressure you. If you are told you must 
decide immediately, say good-bye. 


• Be skeptical of too-good-to-be-true 


offers; get-rich-quick schemes, mer- 
chandise or services at extremely low 
prices, personal flattery (as in "Your 
child is a natural model"). 


The way we see it 
Winter racing at local 
track is not desirable 


The Herald is not at all 


pleased with the possibility of 
winter thoroughbred horse rac- 
ing at Arlington Park Race 
Track. 


Arlington Park Race Track 


Prcs. Jack F. Loome said this 
week there is a "definite possi- 
bility" the winter dates will^be 
sought here. We hope Loome de- 
cides against such a request to 
tho Illinois Racing Board. 


The winter racing dates at Ar- 


lington Park are possible under 
Senate Bill 37 which is expected 
to be approved before Nov. 20 — 
the opening of Illinois racing 
board hearings for 1076 dates. 


Wo have several reservations 


about a winter season of racing 


at Arlington Park — particular- 
ly the impact of more daily traf- 
fic 'congestion, noise and annoy- 
ance for the people who live in 
this area. We also are concerned 
that Arlington Park Race Track 
will lose its reputation as a qual- 
ity racing facility if winter rac- 
ing is brought here. 


Top 
thoroughbred 
racing 


stables are found in California 
and Florida during the winter 
months and likely will stay there 
rather than bring their horses to 
the bitter cold of the Midwest. 


Further, the racing stakes ob- 


viously would be smaller be- 
cause of smaller crowds and less 
wagering. It is estimated that 


between 4,000 and 5,000 persons 
daily would attend an Arlington 
Park winter racing season. Dur- 
ing the summer months as many 
as 15,000 persons are in attend- 
ance and $2 million a day is wa- 
gered. 


Arlington Park is a lush, beau- 


tiful summer racing facility, not 
a winter racetrack. 


Winterizing the racetrack to 


withstand the angry assault of 
winter certainly would be costly 
and a commitment to future 
years of winter racing. 


We suggest that Loome in- 


stead attempt to extend the rac- 
ing schedule at Arlington Park 
into the spring or fall if more 
racing days are needed. 


Support for veto showed courage 


The 10 Northwest suburban 


legislators who resisted 
the 


pressure from Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley and voted 
against overriding Gov. Daniel 
W a l k e r ' s largest education 
budget cut showed courage and 
farsightedness. 


Courage was particularly evi- 


dent In the votes of the two 
Democrats, Eugenia Chapman 
of Arlington Heights and Rich- 
ard Mugalian of Palatine, who 
joined the eight Northwest sub- 
urban Republicans last Thurs- 
day in voting against restoring 
the $81 million in general school 
aid. 


Daley had put his personal 


prestige on the line in the vote, 
despite the fact that both Demo- 
cratic Gov. Walker and Repub- 
lican Comptroller George Lind- 
berg are in rare agreement that 
the state cannot afford the ex- 
tra money. 


This is one case where the 


needs of education, a justifiably 
high state priority, cannot be 
allowed to overshadow the need 
for fiscal responsibility. The 
state's resources are not limit- 
less, and education, while a high 
priority, is not the state's only 
priority. 


When the next attempt is 


made to override the governor's 
veto next week, legislators who 
already have committed them- 
selves to vote "no" should stick 
to their decision despite the con- 
siderable pressure they will be 
under. 


In addition, we hope the four 


Democratic legislators from the 
area who voted to override the 
veto, Harold Katz of Glencoe, 
Aaron Jaffe of Skokie, Jack B. 
Williams of Franklin Park and 
Ted F. Leverenz of Maywood, 
will reconsider their positions 
and vote against the override in 
the spirit of fiscal responsibility.

Added 
to this are the expenses that each dis- 
trict has for printing, mailings, phone 
calls, publicity and employe time lost..

In 1070, tho new Illinois Constitution 


was adopted by the voters and one of 
Its moat highly touted provisions was 
one to "take the state school superin- 
tendent out of politics.'' 


Tho provision called for the creation 


of a state school board, which would 
be nonpartlsan and would hire a pro- 
fessional educator in the superintend- 
ent's Job. 


The state board has been in oper- 


ation for 10 months now — and the 
constitution's mandate has been ful- 
filled. The state board,, alas, has been 
removed from politics. 


In fact, tho state board and state

moved from politics, that, while one> 
of the biggest issues to confront Illi- 
nois has been fought in the legisla- 
ture, the state board has been sitting 
on Its "nonpolitical" stance. 


TWO BIG THINGS have happened

Joseph Cronin ex- 
pressed displeasure that Singer re- 
leased his report without even com- 
municating with the state education 
office, but no one much noticed. 


The problem Is that in the 10 


months the state board has been oper- 
ating, it has tended to sink into the 
background on many educational is- 
sues. The timing of some of its actions 
has been bad and the endless pre- 
occupation with internal organization 
during board meetings has driven 
much of the press, so necessary for 
public impact, into impatience and in- 
attention. 


In its defense, the board is moving 


on the issue of school desegregation in 
the state and may make a splash if it 
a c t u a l l y acts against segrega- 
ted districts.

No changes for DH rule 


Despite a pica from baseball commissioner Bowie Kuhn to adopt

On the concluding day of a three-day meeting of the general 
managers from both leagues, tho American League, which has been 
using the designated hitter for the lost three seasons, voted to 
continue the practice while the National League said it would stay 
with the traditional rule of allowing pitchers to bat for themselves.

leagues to adopt the same practice. Jim Toomey, vice-president of 
the St. Louis Cardinals who served as spokesman for the gathering, 
said one subject was discussed but not given any firm recommen- 
dation, was the possibility of extending the league playoffs from the 
current bcst-of-five scries to a bcst-of-sevcn. 


Will major colleges be divided? 


Organization of a super strata of college football powers will be 


proposed to tho next NCAA convention by its reorganization com- 
mittee which has approved a plan to divide Division I, tho so-called 
big schools. Into Divisions I and IA In football. 


Division I would consist of the seven major college conferences, 


such as the Pacific Eight, the Big Eight, the Big Ten, the South- 
west, the Southeast, Atlantic Coast and Western Athletic plus 27 
major independents Including Notre Dame, Penn State, Army, 
Navy, Air Force, Georgia Tech, Tulano, Syracuse, Pittsburgh and 
West Virginia. 


There would bo total of 78 schools in the new Division I, and the 


balance of tho 138 schools not playing Division I football would 
move Inio Division IA. 


Tho split resulted from problems In scheduling of games for tele- 


vision, and tho networks wonted to get more of the bigger schools 
on tho tube. However, tho smaller schools objected to being cut out 
of television completely, and their objections were token Into ac- 
count In preparation of the new TV plan, already approved by 
NCAA members in a mail vote.

South Pole world's coldest spot

IS THE NORTH POLE COLDER 
THAN THE SOUTH POLE? 


A month or so ago, we heard that 


ships serving the Alaskan oil field 
were Ice-bound In the Arctic Sea. Llfo 
up there must bo pretty grim during 
the long polar winter, when the sun 
doesn't Hso for weeks at a time. How- 
ever, things arc much worse in the 
South Polar region. Even the sum- 
mers arc too cold to melt the frozen 
snow. 


There are reasons why the South 


Polo gets much colder than Iho North 
Pole. It so happens that the South 
Polo Is on land, near the middle of the 
vast continent of Antarctica. The 
North Polo Is in the Arctic Ocean, un- 
der a mile or so of salty sea water. 
Land and sea areas react very differ- 
ently to the warm radiation that pours 
from the sun. 


Doth land and sea areas absorb 


warmth from the sun, but the land 
absorbs It more quickly. It heats up 
faster than the oceans. But the oceans

hold on to their stored solar heat long- 
er. After sunset and during the cooler 
winter months, the land is in a hurry 
to lose much of Its heat. But the seas 
retain much of their heat during the 
night and during the winter. 


During the winter, the seas tend to 


bo warmer than the land. But since 
they heat up more slowly, In summer 
they tend to be cooler than the land. 
In winter the Arctic Ocean is cold 
enough to freeze, and the region is 
covered with ice! But the temperature 
rarely If ever drops below minus 60 
degrees. 


When spring melts the Arctic ice, 


the surface of the sea absorbs from 60 
per cent to more than 90 per cent of 
tlio solar radiation it gets. Things 
soon become comfortably warm and 
stay that way through the summer 
months, whllo the sun stays above the 
horizon. Meanwhile currents from 
warmer oceans stream in and mingle 
with the North Polar sea water. 


At the opposite end of the world, the 


continent of Antarctica is under an 
enormous glacier of frozen-snows. In 
summer its surface absorbs no more 
than 25 per cent of the solar radiation 


It gets. The rest is reflected back into 
space. Unlike the Arctic, the Antarc- 
tic never gets a chance to build up 
any reserve of heat. The ice never 
thaws, and the midsummer tem- 
peratures rarely rise above freezing. 


The coldest temperatures on earth 


Je/lnitely occur in the South Polar re- 
gion. The coldest on record was minus 
126.9 degrees. The place was not far 
from the South Pole, and this bitterest 
of cold days was Aug. 24, 1860. An 
average whiter day at the North Pole 
is perhaps 40 degrees warmer than an 
average winter day at the South Pole.

Strong gains In new home construc- 


tion and a continued back-to-the-basic 
approach will mark the 1978 housing 
industry, predicts Edward Zale, presi- 
dent of the Home Builders Assn. of 
Chlcagoland. Zale Is secretary of Zale 
Construction Co., Arlington Heights. 


A key to the industry turnaround 


will be the builders' ability to supply 
housing'that middle-income families 
can afford, Zale said. 


"The Industry is adjusting to the 


needs of the market. It'll mean a lot 
of housing in the $35,000 to $60,000 
price range, with townhouses at the 
lower end." 


A 5 to 10 per cent boost In new 


home prices will be passed along to 
home buyers, during 1076, Zale pre- 
dicts. The price hike is not as drastic 
as the Increases swallowed by home 
buyers during the past three years, he 
said. A U.S. Congressional Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee report shows con- 
sumers' ablliiy to buy new housing 
was outdistanced by housing costs for • 
the past several years. 


Although Zalc's optimism about the 


prospects for a dramatic increase in 
new home building is not universally 
shared, the back to the basics theme 
is echoed by other experts in the hous- 
ing field. Less square footage, no 
basement, a fewer baths, smaller lot 
size, and fewer amenities character- 
ize the basic house. 


MORT SILFEN. vice president of 


sales for the Hoffman Rosner Corp., 
Hoffman Estates, said, "We're trying 
to reach that market — middle in- 
come — by cutting size rather than 
quality. The house still has to be good 
looking, it still has to appeal. You 
can't denude It in any way."

Bill would make it easier 
to get loans on old homes 


Mortgage loans would be made on homes at least 25 


years old, under a bill recently Introduced by U.S. Rep. 
Frank Annunzlo, D-Chicago. 
Annunzlo said the bill would make It easier for con- 
sumers to buy or Improve older homes through loans 
Insured by a federal agency and private lenders. 


Annunzio's bill, H.R. 9967, is supported by the U.S. 


League of Savings Assns. Annunzio is chairman of the 
House Consumer Affairs Subcommittee and is the rank- 
Ing Democrat in the House Subcommittee on Financial 
Institutions. 


HERE'S HOW the loan program would work. 
Home buyers apply at private financial Institutions 


for a mortgage loan. The lender will check their credit, 
appraise the property and handle the paperwork. 


The mortgages will be "co-Insured" by the Commu- 


nity Reinvestment Fund, directed by the Federal Home 
Loan Bank Board. The fund will insure 80 per cent of 
the loan. Borrowers pay a premium to cover the cost of 
the insurance. Interest rates would be current market 
rates. 


Losses would be paid by the fund which would be 


started with seed money from the U.S. Treasury.. The 
program would become self-supporting from Insurance 
premiums. 


Annunzlo said loans would be made on homes at least 


25 years old or homes in designated Community Rein- 
vestment Areas. The areas could be in small commu- 
nities and large cities. A lending institution which be- 
longs to the fund could request a Community Reinvest- 
ment Area designation. Approval would be granted on 
the basis of need for the mortgage loans and the pro- 
•vision for adequate school systems, local codes and 
municipal services. 


The program is not designed to solve housing prob- 


lems In areas which are run down, said the U.S. 
League. It is aimed at preserving older, sound commu- 
nities. 


Lenders would have a big stake in the loans to assure 


sound underwriting standards, the league said. The 
Federal Homa Loan Bank Board, which would direct 
the fund, regulates U.S. savings and loon associations.

The figure includes a 67 per cent in- 
crease in the number of new apart- 
ment units. Non-residential building 
should increase 5 per cent during 1976 
and non-building construction of high- 
ways and other projects will increase 
5 per cent, he said.

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Now is the time to buy condos 


Although condominium units are In 


fairly good supply in the Chicago area 
right now, a shortage could develop 
created by rising home prices, in- 
creasing apartment rents and a lack 
of new condo construction. 


"All of these suggest that a person 


thinking of buying a condo would do 
well to act quickly, while the supply is 
good and the choice Is wide," stated 
Jack McGllnn, sales manager of the 
Village on the Lake condominium de- 
velopment In Elk Grove Village. 


He pointed out that the-rising prices 


of single-family homes means that 
many people who otherwise might buy 
a house are now in the market for 
condominiums, whose prices are con- 
siderably lower. 


"A recent study of the Congression- 


al Joint Economic Committee says 
thnt rising homo costs, high interest 
rates, and soaring utility bills have 
combined to price many middle-In- 
come families right out of the slngle- 
f a m i l y 
housing market," said 


McGllnn. 


The report showed that the median 


price of a new home rose to $41,300 in 


1974 from $37,100 In 1973. This meant 
that a buyer needed an income of 
$23,330 to afford a home In 1974 as 
against $19,060 the year before. 


Although it's next to impossible to 


buy a new single-family home for 
$35,000 or less, many condominium 
units are available below that figure. 
At Village on the Lake, for instance, 
two-bedroom, two-bath units start at 
$31,790. 


Condos are also beginning to attract 


more would-be renters, particularly 
as rents continue their ever-upward 
climb. This year, rents for Chicago 
area apartments averaged increases 
of six to 10 per cent. Experts say 
more increases are in store as apart- 
ment operating costs rise. 


"Right now, a typical two-bedroom 


apartment in the Northwest suburbs 
rents for some $265 to $300," McGllnn 
said. "The monthly cost for a two- 
bedroom condominium at Village on 
the Lake would be $363, Including the 
monthly assessment. When you figure 
income tax savings through deduction 
of interest and real estate taxes, the 
net monthly payment In the first year

If your home has radiators and you 


plan to re-point them, take special 
care to use paint made for that pur- 
pose; metallic paints are best, where- 
as the use of flat paints can reduce 
heat transfer by as much as 25 per 
cent.

You can 
got an inexpensive device called a fil- 
ter flag that tells you when the air 
flow is clogged and the filter needs to 
be cleaned or replaced. Or, you can 
put in an electronic air cleaner, which 
uses about as much, electricity as a 
light bulb, right in the duct work to 
filter out most of the dust and pollen 
without blocking air flow.

As attractive as condominiums are

According to Advance Mort- 
gage Corporation of Detroit, there will 
be only 12,000 nrlti-unit completions, 
Including condominiums, in the Chi- 
cago area in all of 1975, which is 
about half the number,of each of the 
post five years.

Accreditation team probes County 


by United Press International 


A three-member accreditation team 


Wednesday began an investigation of 
huge Cook County Hospital, where 500 
•resident doctors .and interns have 
been on strike for three days. 


Members of the striking House Staff 


Association said they would testify be- 
fore the team about inadequate 
patient care and resulting deaths In 
the medical complex which normally 
treats 1,000 patients a day. 


The survey by representatives of 


the Joint Commission on Accredita- 
tion of Hospitals had been scheduled 
long before the doctors went on strike 
Monday demanding a new contract 
and improved patient care and work 
conditions. 


There was no explanation of why 


the hospital had not asked for a delay 
because of the strike and Dr. Kevin 
Geraghty, spokesman for the HSA, 
said even the striking medics were 
"upset" that the investigation was 
taking place. 


Hospitals need accreditation by the 


commission to operate intern and 
r e s i d e n c y programs and receive 
Medicare payments. 


All the striking doctors could face 


up to six months in jail if Circuit 
Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien finds, 
them in contempt of his temporary re- 
straining order that they go back to 
work. 


Geraghty said the strikers' lawyers 


briefed them on the danger Tuesday 
night "and painted a very bleak pic- 
ture." 


He said, "Nobody said they were 


unwilling to go to jail. We do not be- 
lieve we are In contempt of court. We 
are meeting with the spirit of the 
judge's order and complying with his 
stipulations about the number of pick- 
ets." 


The doctors walked picket lines out- 


side the entrances to the monolithic 
hospital, one of the largest in the 
country, and passed out handbills ask- 
prospectlve patients to go elsewhere. 


Police unable to learn 
who built Chicago bombs 


Chicago police said Wednesday they 


do not know who manufactured the 
bombs that exploded at three down- 
town sites Monday and said they were 
awaiting results on laboratory tests on 
bomb fragments and other evidence. 


Bomb and arson unit Commander 


Edward Neville said he turned the re- 
sults of the police department's in-, 
vestlgation over to the Chicago office 
of the FBI. He said he learned nothing 
from the FBI. 


Neville said evidence collected from 


the three bomb sites was flown to the 
FBI laboratories in Washington, D.C., 
for analysis and tests. No word has 
been received on results of the tests. 


An extremist Puerto Rlcan group, 


FALN, claimed responsibility for the 
Chicago bombings at the IBM Build-, 
ing, the Continental Bank and the 
Sears Tower.* An unexploded bomb 
also was found under a bench at the 
Standard Oil Building. 


Frozen V.S. funds sought 


The Chicago Bar Assn. Wednesday 


asked a federal judge to release $76 
million in federal 'revenue-sharing 
funds frozen because of charges the 
Chicago Police Dept. discriminated 
against blacks In its promotion and 
lilring practices. 


U.S. District Court Judge Prentice 


Marshall allowed the bar's general 
counsel, John F. McCarthy, to file 
suggestions as a friend of the court. 
He has said he would rule on the city's 
request to release the funds before 
Nov. 1. 


The bar said the order freezing the 


money last December was "harsh." It 
was issued by U.S. District Court 
Judge John Lewis Smith in Washing- 
ton at the request of federal agencies. 


Illinois briefs 


Smith's order stemmed from a pre- 


liminary injunction Marshall issued 
last Nov. 7 which found the police de- 
partment discriminated hi its hiring 
and promotional practices. 


Burlington seeks fare hike 


The Burlington Northern R.R. ex- 


pects to lose $4 million on its Chicago 
commuter operations this year, a 
company official told the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission Wednesday. Pat- 
rick F. Cosgrove was testifying at a 
hearing on the railroad's request for a 
15 per cent rate increase. 


Cosgrove said the projected deficit 


for the year was $4,144,985. He said 
the estimate was "substantially high- 
er than deficits in the previous two 
years." 


Losses were $2,765,860 in 1973 and 


$1,875,745 in 1974, he said. 


Former trustee sentenced 


U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 


McGarr sentenced a former Morton 
Grove village trustee to one year in 
prison Wednesday for extorting $1,000 
from a Northbook builder in return 
for a zoning change. 


David Cohen, 43, pleaded guilty to 


one count of extortion Sept. 4. The in- 
d i c t m e n t, returned last August, 
charged Cohen had demanded the 
payment in the fall of 1970 from Ben 
Pekin, owner of Ben Pekin Corp., to 
allow construction of the Lotus Tow- 
ers in the northern suburb.

Cream butter, sugar and vanilla together well. Gradu- 


ally blend in flour to make a stiff dough. Mix in walnuts. 
Shape and bake as below. 


For Finnish Bread: Omit walnuts from basic dough. Shape dough into small 
rolls, using about 1 tablespoon for each, rolling between palms to 2 Vi inches 
length. Place on lightly greased cookie sheet. Beat 1 egg white until foamy. 
Brush tops of cookies with egg white: sprinkle with the 
V4 cup chopped 


walnuts. Bake at 350 degrees for 15 to 18 minutes, until lightly browned. Cool 
on wire racks. Makes about 30 cookies. 
For Grandma's Jelly Cookies: Roll dough a little less than Vi inch thick and 
cut with round 2-inch cutter (plain or scalloped). Cut a small circle from center 
of half the rounds. Place on lightly greased cookie sheet. Bake at 350 degrees 
for 10 to 12 minutes, until edges are very lightly browned. Cool on wire racks. 
When cold, spread V* teaspoon tart jelly on each of the solid rounds: top with 
round having cutout center. Entire batch makes about 40 double cookies. 
For Walnut Balls: Shape dough into balls 1 '/« inches diameter. Chill thor- 
oughly before baking, so balls will hold their shape. Bake at'350 degrees for 25 
minutes, until edges are very lightly browned. Balls may be rolled in powdered 
sugar while hot, and again when cold. Or. cool balls on wire rack: frost tops 
when cold with powdered sugar frosting. Makes about 2 Vi dozen. 
For Frosted Triangles: Divide dough into 4 portions Roll one at a time, to a 
strip 1%x12 inches. Transfer carefully to greased cookie sheet. Bake at 350 
degrees for about 20 minutes. Cool slightly on cookie sheet, then slide carefully 
onto wire rack to finish cooling. When cold, make a ruffle of frosting down 
center of each strip, using canned or your favorite butter cream frosting in 
pastry ba'g fitted with a star tube. Cut into triangles when frosting is set. Makes 
about 32 triangles. 
For Jam Slices: Divide dough into 4 portions: roll into 12-inch strips as 
described for Frosted Triangles. Transfer to cookie sheets. With fingers, press a 
slight depression down center of strip, and fill with apricot jam, using 2 
tablespoons for each strip Sprinkle each with 1 tablespoon additional finely 
chopped walnuts. Bake at 350 degrees for about 20 minutes. Cool slightly on 
cookie sheet, then using broad spatulas, slide carefully onto wire rack to cool. 
Cut in diagonal slices when cold. Makes about 32 slices. These soften on 
standing, from moisture in jam. so are best eaten within a day or two of baking.

"BASICALLY wo ore teaching how 


to put a meal together," said Hall, a 
manufacturing representative. "Often 
people make cooking a chore. We 
wnnt to teach them that cooking is 
fun." 


If classroom activity -is any in- 


dication, the Halls are succeeding in 
that objective. 


"This is a, riot," said class member 


Fred Fredrlkscn, Rolling Meadows, 
while surveying the bustling room in 
Prospect High School. Other cooking 
students agreed. 


Twenty people, the limit for the 


class, enrolled for the Halls' bachelor- 
bochclorctto cooking. And being a 
single cook Is a common denominator 
for most of them. 


"I'm a brand new bachelor and 


have to cook for myself," said Stuart 
Nlfousst, Wheeling. He said he tired of 
TV dinners and Ice cream. 


"ALREADY I've cooked some of 


these meals at home — and they've 
turned out terrific," he said. 


Rich Lange, Mount Prospect, also Is 


taking the course because of the lack 
of variety In his dally eating habits. 
"I survived before, but I'm tired of 
McDonald's three days a week," he 
said. 


The Halls started their class with a 


lesson on measuring ingredients. Mrs. 
Hall, now a substitute home econom- 
ics teacher in the area, said a lot of 


basic cooking techniques that most 
persons know single people haven't 
been exposed to. 


Other Iess6ns deal with meat prepa- , 


rat'lon, outdoor cooking, breads, 
breakfasts, appetizers, desserts, vege- 
tables, nutrition,'leftovers and party 
hints. 
' 


"WE WANT' TO give Ihem con- 


fidence in their cooking so they can 
Invito others into their home," Mrs. 
Hall said. 


The class utilizes packaged con- 


venient products like stuffing mix and 
learns tricks on .cutting'time in the- 
kitchen. 


For example, the Halls recommend 


that a baked potato be boiled in its 
skin for a few minutes, then wrapped 
• in foil and baked. The baking time is 
cut In half — a valuable idea for hun- 
gry end-of-the-day workers who don't 
want to wait too long1 to eat. 
. "They should.be able to put togeth- 
' er a meal in a convenient manner, 
adaptable to their way of life," said 
Hall. 


THE HALLS ALSO teach a bit of 


psychology in their course. 


"When, where and how you eat is 


Important," said Mrs. Hall. She'tells 
her students to set a nice place' — 
with mats, nice dishes, maybe a cen- 
tcrplcce and candles — to help make 
eating an enjoyable time of the day. 


Class members report her advice is 


being followed. During the third class 
period, one" person even brought his 
own china, place mat and centerpiece. 


Initiative like that is unique to the 


bachelor-bachelorette class, Mrs. Hall- 
said. Although she teaches1 gorumet 
cooking for adult education, too, she 
said instructing her Monday evening 
students was "a lot different." 


"MANY CLASSES depend on the 


teacher to supply the recipes,'' she • 
said. "But these people try things on 
their own and use their own initiative 
and creativity." 


The Halls also feel their class Is a 


positive outlet for recreation as op- 
posed to singles bars and clubs. 


And one man, who is taking the 


course to meet people as well as learn 
to cook, said, "I think they should 
make this class Into a TV series.".

In heavy skillet. Add remaining in- 
gredients and mix well. Stuff chops 
with dressing and secure with tooth- 
picks. 


Place chops in shallow roasting pan 


with a little water in the bottom. 
Bake, covered, for one hour at 350 de- 
grees. Remove cover and bake an ad- 
ditional half hour. Serves 4 to 6. (A 
gravy can be made with pan drip- 
pings if water is kept in the bottom of 
the pan.) 


CHOCOLATE MINT STICKS 


2 eggs, beaten 
% cup margarine, melted 
1 cup sugar

er. Add sugar and flavoring and mix 
well. Spread over cooled, baked lay- 
er and set in refrigerator until frost- 
Ing is firm. Then melt together: 
1 square unsweetened chocolate 
1 tablespoon margarine 


Gently spread over the cold frost- 


ing, making a thin chocolate layer. 
Return to refrigerator until chocolate 
is firm. Cut in bars %, to %-inches 
wide and 2 Inches long. 


Apple recipes to suit all tastes 


Apples con play a major role In 


sweets jou bake. One of my favorites 
Is Apple Strudcl. The best I ever 
tasted was baked in the old Bismarck 
Inn bake shop on North LaSallc Street 
in Chicago. 


But that bakery, as have many 


across the nation, gave way to per- 
haps more productive business. So, I 
bake my own. Tire recipe Is from the 
famous Eckcrt family who for 50 
years have been major apple growers 
In southern Illinois. 


Sift together 2 cups flour, V4 tea- 


spoon salt, 2 tablespoons sugar, 4 tea- 
spoons baking powder. Cut in 6 table- 
spoons shortening. Add 2/3 cup milk 
to make a soft dough. 


Turn tills out on a floured board and 


knead gently, then roll out into rec- 
tangular shape about ''4-inch thick. 
Spread dough with 2 tablespoons soft- 
ened butter, ''i cup brown sugar and 
sprinkle lightly with cinnamon. Cover 
with 24 cups cored, pared and 
chopped golden delicious apples. Roll 
the dough around Ingredients in jelly- 
roll fashion, then curve into a semi- 
circle. 


PUT STRUDEL into n lightly- 


greased shallow baking pan and bake 
In pre-hcatcd 400-dcerce oven for 30 
minutes. While strudcl Is baking mix 
frosting. Add 2 tablespoons hot water 
to 1"~ cups confectioners sugar and 
beat until well blended. Add 1 tea-

Now cover crumb mixture in the 


casserole with half the sliced apples 
and half the spice mixture. Cover 
with another one-third of the crumb 
mixture, the rest of the apples and the

When cool, 
spread top of cake with apricot pre- 
serves. 


Just before serving, cut cake into 


eight wedges and frost all three sides 
of each \vedge with whipped cream.

NO TRICKS 
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Julia Child sniffs at (and in) restaurants 


by IHA UERKOW 


Julln Child is some dish herself. Tho 


renowned French chef Is a red-haired 
six-fooler, robust and cheery. She is 
83 years old and obviously has 
learned to savor life. When she gets 
warmed up on the subject of good 
food, her eyes sometimes slowly close 
— the better to picture the morsel. 


And she is ot once as elegant as 


medallions dc pore sautes a la creme, 
and as unpretentious as goose ragout. 


Mrs. Child, who was born In Califor- 


nia and learned to cook while living In 
France, now lives In Boston. Recently 
she spoke with an Interviewer who 
candidly docs not cook, who had not 
seen her famous television shows, 
"The French Chef," and uho hadn't 
read her latest book, "From Julia 
Child's Kitchen," nor her three ac- 
claimed French cookbooks. 


The Interviewer, justified this visit, 


however, by admitting he was always 
on the prowl for a juicy story, as wjll 
as a good restaurant. 


How, he asked her, docs one ferret 


out a joint with delectable cuisine? • 


"GOING TO A restaurant Is risky 


business," she said. "If you are used 
to good eating at home, then a restau- 
rant meal will rarely be a gustatory 
thrill. 


"And I am not very hopeful for the 


survival of fine restaurants. So many 
of them now serve frozen food, oven 
those with long-standing reputations 
for good food. And good help Is get- 
ting harder to come by. 


Slow cooking 
adaptations 


In adapting a traditional recipe to a 


slow cooker, start with a little less liq- 
uid than called for. Evaporation is 
slower, and more liquid can always 
lio added if needed. You may need to 
adjust spice measurements in con- 
verting recipes for slow cooker appli- 
ances. Whole spices increase in flavor 
and ground ones decrease during long 
cooking. 


"If I am In an unfamiliar town, I 


will rely on the recommendation of a 
trusted source. I don't normally follow 
what magazines and newspapers say 
about restaurants because they are 
too often tied up with the advertising. 


"AND THEN OFTEN rending the 


so-called food experts and columnists 
is worthless. I don't know how they 
got their jobs. Perhaps it is like the 
saying about government bureaucracy 
— slots and bodies.'" 


Julia Child says that she will sniff 


out a restaurant. She isn't kidding. He 
Is a serious sniffer. 


"My first criterion is my nose," she 


said. "I step into a new restaurant 
and smell. If I smell cheap fat cook- 
Ing, 
or burnt margarine or cake- 


mixes with imitation vanilla or greasy 
salad dressing, or anything equally 
loathesome, I exit. • 


"But I love the smell of good butter 


cooking, the aroma of shallots and 
the reduction of white wine for the 
thickening of sauces, the appetizing 
scents of a nice wine vinegar and oil." 


CLEANLINESS is also a major fac- 


tor. White- tablecloths are one thing; 
so is the tidiness and soothing demea- 
nor of waiters and waitresses. 


"The great French chef Escoffier 


maintained a quiet, disciplined restau- 
rant," she said. "He wanted no one 
running around with knives. And he 
insisted that his help dress neatly. 
'Take pride In your profession,' he 
instructed." 


And the decor of a restaurant? "Not 


kitschy," she said. Plastic flowers, in 
other words, are suspect.- 


Generally Julia Child will order 


very simply in an unfamiliar restau- 
rant. "Nothing with sauces," she said. 
"Who knows what awful slop they'll 
put in their stuffed crepe. Unless 
some exotic dish smells especially 
good, I'll get broiled chicken or 
broiled fish. I normally ask the waiter 
or maltre d' what is fresh." 


A RESTAURANT with a limited 


menu might be safer than one that 
reads like an encyclopedia, because 
the food has a better chance of not 
being cooked ahead. 


She is least sanguine about getting 


fresh vegetables which she believes 
restaurants generally ignore because 
they take too long to prepare. 


Rich desserts are usually bypassed 


reluctantly by her, to maintain her 
t r i m n e s s . She favors, however, 
cheeses and "fresh fruit — when 
ripe." 


She believes that Chinese restau- 


rants are, on the whole, better than 


Leftover advice < 


Leftovers can be frozen safely if the 


food is cooled immediately after cook- 
ing. Don't let it stand at room tem- 
perature since bacteria can grow. And 
don't put hot food in the freezer. 
Speed, in freezing contributes to quali- 
ty. Hot food in the freezer also raises 
the unit's temperature temporarily. 


any other restaurants In American be- 
cause Chinese restaurants cook with 
fresh vegetables and little fat. How- 
ever, she disdains Szcchuan cooking, 
"the new fad," which is simply pep- 
pers added and In authentic Chinese 
cuisine. 


ITALIAN RESTAURANTS too often 


drown their food in tomato sauce, she 
said. 


She once was asked to try out a 


McDonald's. "I found the hamburger 
of good quality, the potatoes and 
pickles fine, the ketchup tasty and 
the bun a little mushy but accept- 
able," she said. 


And airplane food? "I hate soft, 


mushy steaks and limp broccoli and 
dehydrated 
mashed potatoes and 


gravy out of a can. When I fly," she 
said, "I bring my own sandwiches."

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Nitrites, nitrates in food 
Proposal would lower limits 


I Come and Meet 


(Chef Louis Szathmary

Bacon, recently touted as the most 


dangerous food In the supermarket, is 
one of numerous meat and poulry 
foods cured with nitrates and nitrites, 
giving the products a pinkish color 
and preventing botulism, a dangerous 
food poisoning. 


These nitrites also can combine 


with other chemicals in the foods to 
form nltrosamlncs, which are ex- 
tremely potent carcinogens (cancer- 
causing agents). And bacon produces 


more nltrosamlnes than other cured 
meat;. 


On Oct. 21 the U.S. Dept. of Agricul- 


ture announced It will shortly propose 
regulations to terminate the use of 
most nitrate and reduce the use of ni- 
trites in the curing of meat and 
poultry products. 


THIS PROPOSAL will be based on 


recommendations mode by the Secre- 
tary's Expert Panel on Nitrite and 
Nitrosamlnes, according to Dr. Harry 
C. Mussman, associate administrator 


of the USDA's Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service (APHIS) In 
a news release. 


"These recommendations take into 


account the very real danger to 
people of botulism poisoning if too 
little nitrite is used, as weighed 
against the potential hazard of cancer 
esultlng from nitrosamine formation," 
said Mussman. 


"Because of the botulism threat, we 


cannot pull nitrites out of the meat 
curing process immediately. How-

ever, by eliminating nitrate, we can 


nvo" the levels of 


nitrites used in curing," he said. 


HE SAID THIS additional control on 


nitrites should result in maximum 
consumer protection against both the 
cancer and the botulism. 


He said tests on fried bacon have 


shown detectable levels of carcino- 
gens, but these levels have been fall- 
ing steadily over the years and now 
are found at levels around 10 to 20 
parts per billion. 


While the amounts don't sound very 


large, scientists are divided as to the 
danger implied in these findings. 


If the 
recommendations are 


enacted, nitrates will be banned in 
cooked sausages (Including frank- 
furters), canned hams, corned beef 
along with other canned goods and ba- 
con. 


RESIDUAL AMOUNTS of nitrites in 


these products -will be cutin half from 
the leveH established now. 


Mussman said that research is 


being carried out in a number of labo- 
ratories in cooperation with industry 
to determine how the formation of ni- 
trosamines in bacon can be pre- 
v e n t e d . Entirely new processing 
procedures are anticipated.

Couple view 


psychic events 


scientifically

Mnny people arc skeptics. Some are 


believers. But as Halloween' ap- 
proaches, thoughts of spooks, witches, 
ghosts, mental telepathy and the 
uncxpialnnblc "psychic power1' creep 
into nearly everyone's mind. 


Although the great majority of 


people may scoff at such Ideas, a 
couple In the Northwest suburbs have 
been trying to distinguish between 
myths and facts surrounding the 
uncxplalnablc. They arc members of 
t h e I l l i n o i s Center for Para- 
psychological Research in Hoffman 
Estates. 


And let it be established now that 


they don't dance around fires with 
brooms In hand or wear crystal to in- 
crease their "powers." They arc sci- 
entists. 


"THE 
STEREOTYPE of para- 


psychoioglsts Is that of psychics and 
money-rippers," said Christopher Ve- 
Ilssarls, one of the Center's founders. 
It is an Image they hope to counteract 
through their work. 


He and his wife, Clndec, who helped 


incorporate the Center In 1072, arc fin- 
ishing their doctorate degrees re- 
searching the physiological aspects of 
ESP (commonly defined as the per- 
ception of external events without.the 
use of the five senses). 


The difference between the accom- 


plishments of the Vclissarises and the 
self-proclaimed psychics is the scien- 
tific approach they take In gathering 
data and setting up experiments to be 


scrutinized by scientists from fields 
like medicine, statistics end psy- 
chology. 


THEY UTILIZE Instruments like 


electroencephalographs and alpha- 
thcta analyzers to measure brainwave 
patterns, galvanic skin registers to 
measure skin responses', thermistors 
for temperature readings and sphyg- 
mometors for blood pressure "changes. 


To test actual ESP ability, they in- 


corporate devices like cards and ball- 
bearing pyramids. By correlating all 
the mental and physical responses, 
they are then able to determine if cer- 
tain physical conditions lead to ESP. 


"If a psychic experience happens 


once to someone, it is not a freak of 
nature," Vclissaris said. "Science 
can't just shut its eyes and not ex- 
plain it." 


HE POINTED out that in the 17th 


century people who heard voices, for. 
example, were burned at the stake. 
Before that, people like Jesus were • 
called saints. "Now we call them in- 
sane and lock them up." 


"We have to at least accept the idea 


that unidentified voices might actual- 
ly have been heard," said Vellssaris. 
"Dumb psychics are making their 
bucks off this type of thing." 


Chris and Clndee's own research 


supports the concept of ESP. How- 
ever, they prefer to think of ESP as 
being "extra-sensitive'' rather than 
"extra-sensory" perception. 


They believe psychic experiences, 


are Integrations of the five senses — 
not the addition of a sixth, as com- 


monly advocated by "gifted" psy- 
chics. 


"A LOT OF people don't even know 


they have had an ESP experience," 
said Cindee. "They have never known 
the definitions." 


Telepathy, precognitlon and clairvo- 


yance are all types of ESP. Telepathy 
deals with mind to mind contact, for 
example, knowing what someone is 
thinking without prior indication. 


Precognition involves perception of 


events of the future and clairvoyance 
deals with mind-to-object or mind-to- 
event senses. 


One case of clairvoyance mentioned 


in the~ Center's newsletter, Para- 
psychology Now (edited by the Ve- 
llssarises), told about a woman who 
experienced labor pains when her 
daughter, miles away; prematurely 
was having her baby. 


ONCE SOMEONE has become con- 


vinced of an unexplained experience 
happening to him, he often becomes 
frightened or guilty that he is differ- 
ent from evervone else, said Cindee. 


But she and her husband believe 


ESP experiences are common. 


"These things are very normal and 


people have to be able to talk about 
them," she said. "Some come to us 
and pour their hearts out. They know 
we'll listen." 


In fact, the reason Christopher has 


been dealing with parapsychology for 
the past nine years had to do with his 
own psychic events. 


"I, myself, had experiences that 


needed explaining," he said, empha- 


sizing his were no different than oth- 
er's experiences. He read books on 
the subject and said they were of 
"circus-type format" and of little use. 


N O W , BESIDES the research, 


Chris, Cindee and other members of 
the center conduct seminars and give 
programs on parapsychology to up- 
date interested people on what's hap- 
pening in the field. 


A six-session series of these semi- 


nars will be ending next month, spon- 
sored by the Schaumburg Township 
Library. 


"At first we tried to have these 


seminars at our house," said Chris. 
"But the library let us use their facil- 
ities and we've been getting up to 60 
people each session." 


Nearly 20 members are involved in 


the research and educational goals of 
the center with individual interests 
and expertise ranging fr6m psychic 
healing and religion to deaf children 
and dolphin studies. 


ABOUT loo other persons pay dues 


to the center and receive the news- 
letter and other educational materials 
or counseling. 


"We don't say we can develop your 


ability in ESP," said Cindee. "There 
is no one technique and we don't real- 
ly know why or when certain ones do 
work." 


The lack"" of definite knowledge re- 


garding techniques comes mainly 
from th slow start science has bad 
i n v o l v i n g parapsychology, said 
Chris. 


"The problem with para- 


psychologists is that they don't know 
how to integrate what they do with 
the other sciences," he said. This 
leaves their research in a separate 
category and doesn't link it to known 
scientific facts.

' are concentrated. And Cindee and 
. Chris predict that parapsychology will 
be one of the better fields to work in 
— a f t e r society accepts para- 
psychology as a legitimate study and 
not a field full of money-rippers and 
spooks. 


IN THE MEANTIME, Cindee and 


Chris are in the process now of begin- 
ning a program of autogonic therapy 
(a type of blofeedback) -to aid drug ' 
and alcohol abusers and lining up 
speakers for their third Midwest Con- 
vention of Parapsychology. 


"When we first started we were

Congress Watcher Andy Fclnstcln 


told The Herald this week that If the 
bill passes Congress, It Is likely that 
President Ford will veto It. Thus, nd- 
vocntcs ore hoping to muster a two- 
thirds vote In favor of tho agency, 
which would bo enough to override a 
subsequent veto. 


President Ford favors overhauling 


the entire regulatory system, which 
ho says costs tho average American 
fnmlly $2,000 . a year due to In- 
efficiency and unfairness. 


nUT PROPONENTS of the con- 


sumer agency point out that It would 
cost only $13 million the first year, or 
23 cents for every family In the 
United States. It would fill a serious 
vacuum \vhlch would continue to exist 
even If present regulatory agencies 
wore reformed, advocates say. 


They argue that business and other 


special interests wield powerful, well- 
financed lobbies to influence tho regu- 
latory agencies, while 
consumers 


have no such representation. 


Carol Foreman, executive director 


of the Consumer Federation of Amer- 
ica, has given some examples of this 
imbalance of power:. 


• In 1072 the Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration discovered the cargo 
door latch on the DC-10 was faulty 
and had caused ,n near-fatal crash. 
The agency proposed to require the 
manufacturer to fix the doors on all 
DC-lOs. 


McDonnell-Douglas, tho manufac- 


turer, intervened and asked that the 
modification bo voluntary rather than 
mandatory. As a'result, they didn't 
fix all doors and two years later, a' 
DC-10 
with a faulty cargo door 


crashed killing 344 people. 


• In December 1974 the Federal 


Power Commission voted to allow nat- 
ural gas companies to Increase prices. 
The Increase cost American con- 
sumers S3-$5 billion.

"Thanks to my 
French professor," she writes, "I've 
discovered n fantastic recipe for au- 
thentic Cast Indian chicken." 


Her recipe calls for enough chicken 


for six. Into a mixer or blender go 
tuo cups of plain yogurt; one-fourth 
cup of elder vinegar; juice of half a 
lemon; one teaspoon each of curry 
poudcr, ginger, ground cardamon and 
sugar, and a half-teaspoon each of 
ground cumin, dry mustard, red pep- 
per flakes and pepper, plus tuo tea- 
spoons of salt and one minced clove of 
gnrlic — all blended for 15 seconds. 


The chicken Is arranged in a flat 


baking dish and tho mixture poured 
over it. Turn the pieces for even coat- 
Ing. Marinate In the refrigerator over- 
night. An hour and a half before 
serving, pour off and reserve the 
marinade. Blot the chicken with paper 
towels and brown It In a frying pan 
ulth a smwll amount of oil. 


Put the browned chicken back Into 


the baking dish and pur in tho mari- 
nade. Cover and bake at 350 degrees 
for one to one and a half hours, or 
until tender. Servo with rice. We've- 
tried It. Delightful! Reminded us that 
the young are always the pioneers.

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Prescriptions for ailing houseplants 


Ailing houscplnnts havo 
caused 


many a plant enthusiast to try almost 
nny remedy short of prayer — and 
sometimes even that, too, on an ex- 
pensive or sentimental favorite. 


Plant pests, like nphlds (aphis), are 


easily transported Indoors. A serious 
houscpant pest, nphids have small, 
soft, light green bodies and an in- 
satiable taste for plant sap. If you see 
a honeydew residue on stems and the 
leaves of plants aro curling under, 
look closer and you're bound to -find 
aphlds on newly-budded terminal 
loaves and stems. The honeydew sub- 
stance aphlds excrete forms a perfect 
•medium for the growth of sooty black 
mold. 


SPIDER MITES aro related to spl- 


'dors, scorpions and ticks, but they are 
next to Invisible, usually one-50th of 
an Inch long. You can, however, de- 
tect their mealy-textured, tiny web- 
bing In strong daylight (hold the plant 
up to a south window). Spider mites 
draw sap out of a plant. As leaves arc 
drained, they become mottled. Gray 
patches dot the leaf surface, produc- 
ing a noticeable stippled effect. It al- 
'most looks as If the leaves arc painted 
with drops of gray and green paint. 
Leaves attacked by spider mites also 
lose their sheen. Foliage droops; the 
plant ceases growing. Mites aro the 
deadliest and most difficult of house 
plant pests.

lukewarm water, holding the soil In 
the pot with a plant collar or piece of 
cardboard cut round to accommodate 
the pot. Make certain the water runs 
thoroughly over the foliage, paying at- 
tention to leaf axils, stem joints and 
the underside of leaves. In order to be 
rid of the buggers, the water treat- 
ment must be repeated every two 
days for two weeks to eliminate stub- 
born survivors. Give the plant a dose 
of ecologically-safe pure pyrethrum 
bug-killer, following label directions. 


OVERWATERING IS the biggest 


cause of plant ills. It not only invites 
insects, like sprlngtails for instance, 
but ovcrwatcrlng can cause wilt, de- 
cay and rot. 


Watering too Infrequently, on the 


other hand, will cause foliage to be- 
come increasingly discolored; leaves 
wither, turn pale or defoliate com- 
pletely. 


A good rule of thumb on watering 


Is: the larger the leaf surface, the fas- 
ter the growth rate, the more often a 
plant should bo watered. Plants in 
clay pots need to be watered more 
frequently than those in plastic pots. 
Plants need less water in cool, damp 
weather than in periods-of summery, 
active growth.

$12, depending on how sophisticated 
you want to get. Since many plants 
defoliate when first brought in from 
the outside where they may have been 
summering, a humidity gauge will tell1 
you if your house is suitable for grow- 
ing humidity-sensitive plants. Creat- 
ing moisture in a plant room,' either 
with a humidifier, cool-vapor device, 
water-holding, pebble-filled trays or 
the like is essential for growing plants 
indoors. 


If you provide humidity, water sen- 


sibly, keep your plants clean, admit 
fresh air daily (indirectly in cold 
weather), provide adequate light or 
sun and loosen the topsoll occasionally 
to aerate roots, you'll be able to cut 
down on the Incidence of plant ills.

Contract talks in Des Plaines Dist. 


62 broke down Wednesday with teach- 
ers rejecting the school board's latest 
salary offer. 


Tho board late Tuesday night of- 


fered a 5.5 per cent salary increase 
for all teachers in a contract package 
which called for a two-year pact with 
reopener for salary negotiations. 


The teachers rejected the proposal 


at a union meeting Wednesday. Nego- 
tiations now will enter mediation at 
the demands of the' union despite the 
board's statement that it would not 
"budge any higher" than the 5.5 per 
cent increase. 


The board increased its offer from 


$500 for all teachers, or 5.3 per cent of 
the base salary, to a 5.5 per cent in- 
crease for all teachers at all levels of 
the salary schedule. 


THE 
BOARD'S LATEST offer 


would increase the salary for a begin- 
ning teacher with no experience from 
$9,350 to $9,864. Teachers at the top 
level of the salary scale who have 16 
or more years of experience and at 
least 60 hours 
-of graduate credit 


would receive 
$20,68q , under the 


board's proposal, compared to>19,610 
last year. 


Teachers also would receive the 


current $400 increase for most teach- 
ers with an additional year's experi- 
ence, a 4.3 per cent boost of the base 
salary. Beginning teachers and teach- 
ers at the top of the salary schedule 
do not receive this increase. 


The union is demanding a 10 per 


cent increase for all teachers. The 
teachers' demand would raise the 
starting salary from $9,350 to $10,285 
and the top salary from $19,610 to 
$21,571. Teachers also would receive 
the current increase for additional 
year's experience. 


"I'm pleased the teachers voted 


down the board's latest offer," said 
Dennis Anderson, union president. 


He said the union is demanding me- 


diation, which will delay negotiations 
about three weeks while a mediator is 
selected. Either side can reject the 
third party's recommendations under 
the district's negotiating procedures. 


"IF MEDIATION IS not successful, 


we will take a vote to terminate the 
contract extension and set a date for 
a strike vote," he said. 


In preparation for a possible strike, 


the union is keeping its strike com- 
mittee active until a settlement is 
reached. 


Board representative Robert Bir- 


chfield said the board will "cooperate 
with a mediator and honor the con- 
tract, but the results of mediation will 
be fruitless. We've reached the point 
where we will move no further. We're 
talking big dollars. This'is the best we 
will do. This is where we'll have to 
stand." 


He said the board docs not intend to 


increase its offer despite recommen- 


dations of a mediator and Is willing to 
take the issue to the community. 


The board's final proposal also in- 


cluded binding arbitration for griev- 
ance procedures, an increase from 
$125 to $135 for extra duty pay and a 
requirement that teachers state rea- 
sons for personal leaves on Fridays. 


The board also offered fringe bene- 


fit increases including $250,000 major 
medical insurance coverage, $800 in- 
surance for surgical benefits and 
$12,500 life insurance. The fringe 
benefit package would cost the dis- 
trict about $4,800. 


Fulle in Florida at time

phone bill and gasoline receipts from 
the Florida trip to provide an alibi for 
. her husband. 


"As you knew, I've been looking 


high and low for stuff to provti my hus- 
band's innocence," Mrs. Fulle told de- 
fense attorney Arthur Zimmerman as 
she dramatically pulled the papers 
from her purse. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plaines, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to Influence zoning 
for Northwest suburban apartment 
builders. 


BUILDER THOMAS Origer, former 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the US. District 
Court jury last week that Fulle ac- 
cepted $9,000 about Sept. 19, 1968, for 
a Northfield Township zoning payoff. 


P l u m b i n g contractor William 


Adams, who is representing the devel- 
oper of the Old Madrid Apartments in 
Palatine, - said last week that he 


passed $10,000 to Fulle in mid-June 
1971. 


The two witnesses grudgingly esti- 


mated the approximate payoff dates 
after intense questioning by Fulle's 
attorneys. 


"Do you know if Mr. Origer saw 


your husband on that date (Sept. 19,

Rate of decline shows decrease 
Parochial enrollment leveling off

The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion. 


Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 
, 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per. cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, about" 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools', a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same effects as public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns. 


"This has been a trend for the past 


four years and we anticipate a decline' 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchi, principal of Our Lady of 
the Wayside School in Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's enrollment 
dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest' eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School," Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, Is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children. The 
parish school board had projected a 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 461, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the school — bringing 
in 23 youngsters, and conducted an. in- 
tensive recruitment program which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment.

Picture similar for Lutherans 


The enrollment story is pretty much 


the same for Northwest suburban Lu- 
theran schools, although drops in the 
student population arc generally at- 
tributed to people moving out of the 
area. 


Edward Vanick, principal of Imma- 


nuel Lutheran School, Des Plaines, 
said a "tremendous number" of fami- 
lies moved out of the area in the last 
year, pausing the enrollment to drop 
from 151 to 125 this year. 


Immanuel, like most Lutheran 


schools, generally draws Its student 
body from Its parish. The school now 
has an* enrollment committee which is 
trying to work out an agreement with 
a sister Lutheran church In the city to 
recruit children there. 


I N C R E A S E D TUITION didn't 


change enrollment at Immanuel Lu- 
theran School in Palatine, but again, 
people moving from the area caused a 
drop, said Arlon Steinbach, principal. 


"Our population Is usually pretty

Every third Wednesday, 17 times a 


year, the warehouse at the Under- 
writers Salvage jCo. of Chicago, 1400 
Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village, is 
transformed into an auction hall. 


Lead auctioneer Dave Kramer is 


fast, but understandable as he sells 
325 to 350 lots of merchandise an hour. 


"Tire rims. Originally sold for $6. 


Asking $1, $1.25, $1.50, $2." Until the 
Item is sold in less than a minute. 


KRAMER AND his auctioneer's po- 


dium is wheeled along the aisles of 
merchandise as the auction proceeds. 
The movement neither interrupts his 
speech or the tape recording which 
makes sure everyone remembers who 
bid what for what. 


The bidders, who average 145 actual 


'buyers per auction, bunch between 
Kramer and the merchandise. 


The "paddle" auction system is 


ussd. Each bidder, after putting down 
a $50 deposit, is given an oblong piece 
of paper (the paddle) with a number 
on it. The numbers are held in the air 
during bidding, with the item being 
sold to the person with the last paddle 
in the air. 


During an average auction, somo 


1,800 lots are sold. Lots, such as auc- 
tioned Wednesday, can consist of 
chairs, cases of household cleaners, 
cans of paint, automotive supplies, a 
musical synthesizer, store check-out 
counters, freezers, clothing and pipes. 


THE QUALITY can vary from new- 


looking to charred items. There were 
cans of paint with the labels all 
burned off. Although all the items are 
salvage — most have been in fires — 
all are considered usable, according 


to Harold J. Junge, chairman of the 
board. 
• Kramer, who has been with Under- 
writers Salvage for 18 years, said the 
auctioneer assignment came with the 
foreman's Job five years ago. "It's 
very enjoyable, one of the highlights of 
the job," he said. 


It took Kramer six to 12 months "to 


get comfortable" with being the auc- 
tioneer. The best training, he said, is 
"to listen to another auctioneer sell." 


"The first time you do it, it makes 


you a bit nervous," he said. "But af- 
ter a while you're an auctioneer. You , 
can tell. I don't now how, but you 
can." 


ABOUT 100 of the bidders at Under- 


writers Salvage auctions are "regu- 
lars," Kramer said. "These people 
are oriented to auctions," Junge 
added. They include a man from Mis- 
sissippi who owns a general store and 
regularly buys $5,000 to $6,000 worth 
and a furniture buyer from St. Louis. 


"We get the people off the streetsv 


who follow auctions as a hobby. The • 
people who have booths at flea mar- 
kets. The retailer, many of whom, 
have bargain or auction stores! And a" 
few people who own department 
stores," Junge explained. 


Kramer said he not only knows who' 


the regulars are, but he also knows' 
what they are interested in buying' 
and how much they want to pay. "But 
you never know, they fool you some- • 
times," he added.

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25 cases 
of head lice 
reported 


by MAIIILYN McDONALD 


Pnrcnls of students at Field School, 


51 St. Armand Ln.. Wheeling, arc con- 
cerned about a recent outbreak of 
head lico, but district officials say the 
problem Is under control. 


Field School nurse Audrey Sta- 


nowski said about 25 confirmed cases 
of head lice have been found among 
students since the first case was re- 
ported Sept. 15. Reports of numbers of 
cases have been higher, she said, be- 
cause brothers and sisters of those 
who have the lice have sometimes 
been Included in the total. 


Parents of Field students were noti- 


fied Immediately when the first cases 
appeared, Mrs. Stanowski said, and 
information on treatment of head lice 
was sent home with every child. 


HEAD LICE IS a common "nui- 


sance" condition of tlio scalp, Mrs. 
Stnnowski said. Tiny grey lice and 
their round eggs, or nits, cause chron- 
ic itching of the scalp. 


Because thn lice arc parasitic, they 


cannot live off the scalp for more than 
a few hours. But they are easily 
transferable through contact with 
combs, hats, chairs and bedding. 


Treatment consists of shampooing 


with a prescription product until the 
sculp is clear. Because the condition 
Is so easily transmitted, families must 
be careful to sterilize all combs and 
brushes and wash all bedding or 
clothing that comes in contact with 
the head. 


When u child shows symptoms of 


head lice, lie is asked to stay home 
until treatment begins and a doctor's 
note is brought to school, said Jean 
Stavros, chairman of the health ser- 
\ Ices department of Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove Distal. 


DISTRICT OFFICIALS arc not sure 


why such a large occurrence of head 
lice has shown up at Field School, but 
Mrs. Stanowski suspects transmittal 
over summer vacation. 


"U seems It's a community prob- 


lem. Some parents said their children 
had lice during the summer when 
they were exchanging baseball hats 
on teams," she said. But Mrs. Sta- 
tion ski said outbreaks, of head lice 
have grown In recent years because 
society is so mobile. 


Principal William Kinzcr said chil- 


dren will be checked every 10 days for 
head lice or nits until the problem 
clears up. A head check Monday 
turned up four pew cases, Mrs. 
Stavros said. 


In llic meantime, teachers arc en- 


couraging children to keep combs and 
hats to themselves. They arc using an 
environmental spray designed to kill 
llco in certain areas, Mrs. Stanowski 
said.

Chamber charges 
village ^detrimental'

The Wheeling Chamber of Com- 


merce has charged that village board 
actions have been detrimental to local 
businessmen and have requested a 
special meeting with trustees to dis- 
cuss the problem. 


In a letter to the board, William Al- 


exander, chamber president, said the 
organization is upset with "the atti- 
tudes and actions being expressed by 
the board of trustees in providing 
community government and its effect 
on the businessman." 


Alexander gave no specifics and de- 


clined to elaborate when contacted 
Wednesday. He did say, however, that 
proposed revisions in the sign ordi- 
nance is an example of legislation af- 
fecting businessmen. 


The board is suggesting new restric- 


tion on the type and size of signs per- 
mitted in Wheeling's business areas. 


"OUIl PRIME concern is in opening 


lines of communication between the 
board and the chamber," Alexander 
said. 


"Conducting business in today's 


economy is extremely difficult," the 
letter states, "and it is becoming even 
more difficult due to the actions of 
leadership in the village. 


"The business community has con- 


tinually attempted to meet its obliga- 
tion t° the support of the community 
and community affairs," the letter 
continues. "But rafher than find a 
community government willing and 
committed to working with local busi- 
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ncssmen, encouraging business, it is 
becoming very apparent that local 
government is taking a stem and 
forceful attitude against local busi- 
nessmen." 


The letter charges the board with 


"a lack of action" in responding to 
the chamber's desire to assist the vil- 
lage "in the development of proper 
governmental control in its relation-' 
bhip with the business community." 


"WE SINCERELY desire the oppor- 


tunity to work with you in the best 
interest of all. But we shall react in 
the best interest of our membership," 
the letter states. 


Alexander said 
Wednesday 
the 


chamber is concerned with business 
and how it affects the community. Ac- 
tions by the village board related to 
business concerns should be taken 
with this fact in mind, Alexander 
said. 


"We don't want to start arguments 


with the board, we want to start dis- 
cussions," Alexander said. "We want 
to know about ordinances affecting 
businesses." 


Alexander mentioned proposed revi- 


sions in the sign ordinance as an ex- 
ample of business-related legislation

Village attorney opposes 
civil service plan here 


Wheeling Village Atty. John Burke 


has recommended against the village 
establishing civil service for its em- 
ployes. 


In a report to the board Burke said 


the disadvantages of civil service in a 
town the size of Wheeling would out- 
weigh the advantages of the system. 
Wheeling has a population of 18,000. 


"The advantages of civil service are 


the intended elimination of all politi- 
cal pressure from village employes," 
Burke said. "This would not neces- 
sarily be true in the case of depart- 
ment heads who are exempt from the 
act." 


BURKE LISTED s^feral reasons 


why a civil service program in Wheel- 
ing would be undesirable. 


• Under civil service all jobs would 


be filled by competitive examination 
and no promotions would be given 
without exams. 


• A civil service commission would 


be required as would the appointment 
of a chief examiner. 


• No employe could be discharged 


without a hearing and the presenta- 
tion of formal charges against him. 


"In ray opinion such restrictions 


would hamper the department heads 
in their dealings with the employes 
and would work toward a situation 
where employes, though inept, could 
not be removed from their positions 
because of seniority," Burke said. 


The cost of the program also is a 


factor to consider, Burke added, with 
expenses expected to be incurred in 
both giving examinations and provid- 
ing hearings for discharged employes. 


Burke also said recent discussions 


in Chicago, which operates under a 
civil service system, have indicated 
civil service commissions may be an- 
tiquated and "no longer in keeping 
with the administration necessary for 
today's municipalities." 


In order to establish civil service in 


the village, a petition must be Hied in 
Circuit Court asking that the question 
be placed on the ballot for the next 
general election. Burke said. The peti- 
tion must be signed by 1,000 persons 
or one-eighth the number of votes cast 
in the last general election, whichever 
number is less. 


BURKE WAS DIRECTED to pre- 


pare the report when Trustee Gilbert 
Monoson asked that the question of 
civil service for Wheeling be dis- 
cussed. 


Reports of political pressure on vil- 


lage employe!) during elections have 
been widespread in the past. Adoption 
of a civil service system was pro- 
posed as one means to avoid such ac- 
tivity in the future. 


However, Burke's report is ex- 


pected to put an end to any further 
attempt to bring the village under civ- 
il service.

Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
lust year, this is the second year in a 
row Wat the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev.- H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. • 


In the Northwest suburbs, about 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools In Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same effects as 'public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to 'drop in the more settled' 
towns. 


"This has been a trend for the past 


four years and we anticipate a decline 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchl, principal of Our Lady of 
the Wayside School in Arlington

H e i g h t s . Wayside's 
enrollment 


dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders)' out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children. The 
parish school board had projected a 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 461, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the school — bringing 
in 23 youngsters, and conducted an in- 
tensive recruitment program which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment. 


Recruitment programs have paid 


off in other schools in the area as

The enrollment story is pretty much 


the same for Northwest suburban Lu- 
theran schools, although drops in the 
student population arc generally at- 
tributed to people moving out of the 
area. 


Edward Vanick, principal of Imtna- 


nuel Lutheran School, Des Plaines, 
said a "tremendous number" of fami- 
lies moved out of the area in the last 
year, causing the enrollment to drop 
from 151 to 125 this year. 


Immanuel, like most 
Lutheran 


schools, generally draws its student 
body from its parish. The school now 
has an enrollment committee which is 
trying to work out an agreement with 
a sister Lutheran church in the city to 
recruit children there.

Office building 
plans changed

Thrco village inspectors Tuesday 


said original plans for an office build- 
ing at lilt W. Dundee nd., Wheeling, 
were not followed three years ago 
when the building was constructed. 


The three, testifying in a special 


hearing on the office building, said 
they informed former Building Direc- 
tor William Olcbcr of the discrepancy, 
but ho reportedly did nothing about it. 
The plans reviewed by the inspectors 
were not those used to construct the 
building, they said. 


Donald Malln, Robert Kamlnski and 


Lloyd Kclm each said they realized in 
1073 the plans they hnd for the build- 
ing during their first inspections were 
not the plans being followed in con- 
struction. 


HIKIlKIt WAS ONE of six village 


and county officials indicted in 1074 on 
f e d e r a l extortion and conspiracy 
charges stemming from the shake- 
down of Wheeling developers. Bicbcr 
pleaded guilty to the charges and was 
sentenced to a one-year prison term. 


Malln, Kclm and Joe Mangan also 


said they were aware at the time of 
the inspection that the building vio- 
lated the fire limits ordinance. 


Two of the three said they reported 


this to Bicbcr. Malin said Bicbcr told 
him. "Your job Is firo prevention, 
mine Is building," Malin said. Mang- 
an also said Bicbcr told him not to 
give opinions on zoning matters. 


Kclm, a fire inspector, said he did 


not report the matter to Bicbcr "be- 
cause it was common knowledge that 
the building did not conform to Its 
original plans," he said. He added 
thnt original plans showed the build- 
ing was to be made of material other 
thnn frame. 


Malln, an Inspector with the fire 


prevention district, said new plans, 
which conformed to the building as it 
existed, were submitted to the village 
in 1072. The original plans used by the 
inspectors were dated February, 1972. 


Malin, one of five inspectors to offer 


testimony in the matter, was the only 
employe who said he heard his job 
would be threatened If he offered any 
objections tu Issuing permits for the 
building. 


MALIN DECLINED to reveal who 


threatened his job but added the 
threat was only "hearsay" and not a 
direct address to him.

County Comr. Floyd Fullc was 


vacationing in Florida and Puerto 
Rico when two contractors allegedly 
delivered $10,000 in zoning extortion 
payments, Fulle's wife said Wednes- 
day during Fulle's extortion trial. 


Patricia R. Fullc produced a Ken- 


tucky speeding ticket, a Florida tele- 
phone bill and gasoline receipts from 
the Florida trip to provide an alibi for 
her husband. 


"As you know, I'vo been looking 


high and low for stuff to prove my bus- 
bond's Innocence," Mrs. Fullo told de- 
fense attorney Arthur Zimmerman as 
she dramatically pulled the papers, 
from her purse. 


Fullc, G68 Laurel, DCS Plalncs, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to Influence zoning 
for Northwest suburban apartment, 
•builders. 


IIUILDER THOMAS Origcr, former 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the U.S. District 


Court jury last week that Fulle ac- 
cepted $9,000 about Sept. 19, 1968, for 
a Northflcld Township zoning payoff. 


P l u m b i n g contractor William 


Adams, who is representing the devel- 
oper of the Old Madrid Apartments In 
Palatine, said last week that he 
passed $10,000 to Fulle In mid-June 
1971. 


The two witnesses grudgingly esti- 


mated the approximate payoff dates* 
after intense questioning by Fulle's 
attorneys. 


"Do you know If Mr. Origcr saw 


your husband on that date (Sept. 19, 
I 9 6 0 ) ? " Zimmerman asked Mrs. 
Fullc. 


"He did not sec my husband ... we 


were in San Juan, Puerto Rico," Mrs. 
Fullc said. The Fullcs attended a 
travel agents' convention between 
Sept. 15 and Sept. 22, she said. 


"Is It possible Mr. Adams met your 


husband on June 15 or June 19, 1971, 
to offer the $10,000 payoff?" Zimmer- 
man asked.

Mrs. Fulle 
found the papers Saturday and gov- 
ernment attorneys were not warned of 
the documents until Mrs. Fulle testi- 
fied about 4 p.m. 


Wearing a black pants suit and a 


four-leaf lucky medallion, Mrs. Fulle 
also described a meeting with Adams 
In July 1974. Adams, who testified he 
passed $30,000 to Fullc in 1970 and 
1971 
for favorable zoning for Old 


Madrid, appeared at the backdoor of 
the Fulle home and warned that 
"your house is under surveillance." 


ADAMS THEN told Fulle that Valu- 


kas and former U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson "were out to get Floyd 
Fulle." Thompson is a Republican par- 
ty candidate for governor and Fullee, 
who was reportedly pledged to sup- 
port Illinois State's Atty. William 
Scott, is Cook County GOP chairman. 


When Zimmerman showed MrSv 


Fullc a paper, identified as a pro- 
posed agreement by Origer to form a 


land trust with Fulle, she laughed. 


"He (Fulle) threw it in a waste- 


paper basket. I pulled it out. I was 
going to frame it. He tried to bribe 
hard-nosed Floyd Fulle," she said.

Town center planners criticized 


Planning consultants for the pro- 


posed town center in Buffalo Grove 
camo to the village Wednesday night 
for suggestions, but instead were ac- 
cused of not responding to public pref- 
erences. 


William Hnralson of Economics Re- 


search Associates, Rick Brubakcr of 
Toups and Olson and George Adams, 
architect, appeared in a 
meeting 


.sponsored by the village plan commis- 
sion to present a preview of the fourth 
phase of their studies. 


A conceptual map of llvs town cen- 


ter, planned for the village's central 
business district, was presented to a 
group of about 30 residents, property 
owners and public officials. The map 
showed suggestions of where public, 
commercial, office, recreation, hous- 


ing and open space could be located. 


THE CONSULTANTS said the pre- 


sentation was an "unbiased" ap- 
proach to how the area can be best 
used, according to the economics and 
the needs of people. The present zon- 
ing of properties were not considered. 


But Trustee Dorothy Carroll lashed 


out at the consultants, saying they 
have not produced Ideas to unify the 
village, but instead drew plans for an- 
other commercial development, 


"Tills Is not what the village has 


hired you to come up with," she said. 
Carroll said consultants produced the 
type of plan people have long op- 
posed. 


Steven Goldsplel, plan commission 


member, said most of the input from 


the audience "seemed to be dis- 
puted." The audience suggested the 
plan include more green space, fewer 
parking areas, underground or roof- 
top parking, specialized shops, a town 
square and other ideas. 


Most of the ideas are not feasible 


because they are either not appro- 
priate for the center or are not eco- 
nomically practical, consultants said. 
Consultants reminded the audience 
that economical and functional as- 
pects must be incorporated in the to- 
tal plan. 


"GIMMICKY" TYPES of devel- 


opments draw a crowd that comes to 
the shopping center infrequently, Ha- 
ralson said. 


"The town center is not designed to 


be an impulse shopping center like 
the' strip development along Dundee 
Road," Haralson said. 


Consultants say their ideas were 


merely suggestions to spur residents' 
comments on what they would like the 
town center to include. 


Plans are 
flexible and can be 


changed to meet desires of area resi- 
dents, consultants said. But they said 
the basic.plan is a good one. 


Planners identified vehicular traf- 


fic, pedestrian circulation patterns 
and a "backbone" or main street 
route for the center. 


Plans call for the center to be built

"Most of 
the people who have called me about 
this are for joining Harper," she said. 


LAST MONTH, voters in Harper's 


district passed a referendum to build 
the college's second campus on Pala- 
tine and Schoenbeck roads in northern 
Arlington Heights.

J. Voight, says the department's 12- 
man patrol division is four short of 
the strength needed to handle increas- 
ing numbers of calls.

WALSH SAID, however, he did not 


want to create a "panic" because cur- 
rent manpower is sufficient to meet 
all emergency calls but is "under 
ideal strength" for the number of non- 
emergency calls. 


"We're beginning to feel it al- 


ready," Walsh said. "It used to be 
that on every call, even if it was a 
stray dog call, the policeman would 
be there in a minute. We can't meet 
the response time." With the current 
workload, patrolmen are sometimes 
not able to answer non-emergency 
calls for as long as 30 minutes, Voight 
said. 


Although village officials may not 


allow luring of four new patrolmen, 
Walsh said, "we'll have to make con- 
cessions because I'm aware of the 
money situation." 


If the board authorizes new police 


in its 1976-77 fiscal budget, Walsh said 
the patrolmen would probably begin 
work around mid-August because of 
training periods.

Rate of decline shows decrease 
Parochial enrollment leveling off 


A Herald staff report 


The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion. 


Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with- 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, about 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same effects as public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns. 


"This has been a trend for the'past 


(our years and we anticipate a decline 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchi, principal of Our Lady of 
the Wayside School in Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's enrollment 
dropped from 949 lost year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, Is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children. The 
parish school board had projected a 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 461, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the school — bringing 
in 23 youngsters, and conducted an in- 
tensive recruitment program which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment.' 


Recruitment programs have paid 


off in other schools in the area as

Picture similar for Lutherans 


The enrollment story Is pretty much 


the same for Northwest suburban Lu- 
theran schools, although drops in the 
student population are generally at- 
tributed to people moving out of the 
area. 


Edward Vanick, principal of Imma- 


nuel Lutheran School, Des Plaines, 
said a "tremendous number" of fami- 
lies moved out of the area in the last 
year, causing the enrollment to drop 
from 151 to 125 this year. 


Immanuel, like most 
Lutheran 


schools, generally draws its student 
body from its parish. The school now 
has an enrollment committee which is 
trying to work out an agreement with 
a sister Lutheran church in the city to 
recruit children there. 


I N C R E A S E D TUITION didn't 


change enrollment at Immanuel Lu- 
theran School in Palatine, but again, 
people moving from the area caused a 
drop, said Arlon Steinbach, principal. 


"Our population is usually pretty 


stable," said Steinbach. "But this 


year we lost a lot of people in the 
parish.' 


St. John's Lutheran School in Mount 


Prospect and St. Peter's in Arlington 
Heights, have increased enrollments 
this year. 


Principal 
Warren Ford of 
St. 


John's, said enrollment is rising be- 
cause more people are looking for a 
"Christian education combined with 
quality." 


John Schendel, principal at St. Pe- 


ter's, is finding that more students 
are transferring to his school from 
public schools. "We had quite a stu- 
dentship drive last year, talking to 
people about what we have to offer. 
There are 4,000 members in our con- 
gregation and our teachers vent out 
to visit members hi their homes," he 
sold. 


St. Peter's has come to the point of 


having a waiting list for some grades 
and has enrolled a number of students 
whose families are not members of 
the parish.

125 to annex 
to either Harper or the College of 
Lake County. The district can hold an 
election to ask voters to approve an- 
nexation or the school board can pass 
a resolution petitioning the Illinois 
Community College Board for annexa- 
tion. . 


Dist. 125 Monday asked its attorney 


to draw up a resolution annexing 
them to the College of Lake County. 
The resolution will come back to the 
board Nov. 17. Two public meetings 
will be held in the meantime by the 
board to inform citizens about annex- 
ation. A'meeting has been scheduled 
for Nov. 6 at 8 p.m. at Twin Groves 
School, 1072 Ivy Hall Ln., Buffalo 
Grove, and Nov. 13 at 8 p.m. in the 
auditorium of Stevenson High School, 
III.

If residents speak out against an- 


nexation, the board may decide to

THE BUFFALO GROVE Village 


Board last year asked the Illinois 
Community College Board to place all 
of Buffalo Grove in Harper's district, 
but the board took no official stance 
on the referendum, Mahoney said. 
Mahoney said Wednesday he hopes 
the matter will again be put to the 
public in a referendum, but added he 
does not believe the village should 
take any official action which world 
make the referendum "a political 
fight between Buffalo Grove and the 
rest of Stevenson's area."

Indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to Influence zoning 
for Northwest suburban apartment 
builders. 


BUILDER THOMAS Origcr, former 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the U.S. District 
Court jury lost week that Fulle ac- 
cepted $0,000 about Sept. 19, 1968, for 
a Northflcld Township zoning payoff.

27,1971. 


U S. Atty. Anton Valukas said the

Mrs. Fulle 
found the papers Saturday and gov- 
ernment attorneys were not warned of 
the documents until Mrs. Fullc testi- 
fied about 4 p.m.

When Zimmerman showed Mr3v 


Fulle a paper, identified as a pro- 
posed agreement by Origer to form a 
land trust with Fulle, she laughed. 


"He (Fulle) threw it in a waste- 


paper basket. I pulled it out. I was 
going to frame it. He tried to bribe 
hard-nosed Floyd Fulle," she said. 


Origer denied knowledge of the pro-

Fulle's attorneys repeated a rapidly 


moving parade of witnesses who 
served on the County Board during 
the alleged payoff period. Former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne, and eight county 
commissioners all said Fulle never or- 
ganized zoning votes. 


Palatine Trustee Robert J. Guss

Despite testimony from county offi- 


cials that Fulle did not line up zoning 
votes, Guss said that "I was given the 
assurance by Mr. Fulle that Republi- 
can members would vote against," 
the first petition to rczone the 66 acres 
in Palatine.

tion within the flood plain of the Up- 
per Salt Creek and tributaries in Pal- 
atine, Schaumburg, and Elk Grove 
townships will be governed by the 
state. 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation, 


Division of Water Resources Wednes- 
day at a public hearing in Rolling 
Meadows asked interested persons to 
comment on a flood plain construction 
permit system It plans to put In effect 
by the end of tho year. 


Representatives of several local 


governmental bodies present reserved 
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comment on the state's plan until they 
reviewed flood plain maps-prepared 
by the state. 


Palatine Trustee Robert Guss, toM 


state officials he endorsed their ef- . 
forts to control the flood plain but 
urged the group "to completely prohi- 
bit construction in designated flood 
plains." He added that Palatine has 
suffered extensive flooding and does 
not permit construction In flood 
plains. 


"IT'S THE ONLY way to prevent 


flooding woes. When a builder is done, 
he leaves us with the problems to 
face," Guss said. "Don't give him a 
way to fill in flood plains; it only dis- 
places tho water," he added. 


The state, through the Department 


of Transportation, the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District of Greater Chicago 
and numerous local agencies, are co- 
operating in the construction of flood 
control measures in the Upper Salt 
Creek Basin. 


Leo M. Eisel, director of the divi- 


sion of water resources, said Wednes- 
day's hearing was planned to provide 
information to aid'the department-in 
designating the flood plain as well as 
setting construction regulations. 


State officials say without state con- 


trol of construction in flood plains, 
new development will soon create new 
flood damage potential.

From rims to clothes, paint to pipes 
Fast trading at salvage auction 


by TOM VON MALDER 


"Sold. Thirty to No. 34." 
Every third Wednesday, 17 times a 


year, the warehouse at the Under- 
writers Salvage Co. of Chicago, 1400 
Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village, is 
transformed into an auction hall. 
. Lead auctioneer Dave Kramer is 
fast, but understandable as he sells 
325 to 350 lots of merchandise an hour. 


"Tire rims. Originally sold for $6. 


Asking $1, $1.25, $1.50, $2." Until the 
item'Is sold in less than a minute. 


KRAMER AND his auctioneer's-po- 


dium is wheeled along the aisles of 
merchandise as the auction proceeds. 
The movement neither Interrupts his 
speech or the tape recording which 


makes sure everyone remembers who 
bid what for what. 


The bidders, who average 145 actual 


buyers per auction, bunch between 
Kramer and the merchandise. 


The "paddle" auction system is 


used. Each bidder, after putting down 
a $50 deposit, is given an oblong piece 
of paper (the paddle) with a number 
on It. The numbers are held in the air 
during bidding, with the item being 
sold to the person with the last paddle 
' in the air. 


During an average auction, some 


1,800 lots are sold. Lots, such as auc-

The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have, 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion.

Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest' suburbs, about 


12,170. students are enrolled In Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools In Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and. Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same effects as public 
'Schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns.

Insurance firms' losses 
salvaged by local company 


Finding a bargain? 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Each year millions of dollars In 


claims arc paid out by insurance com- 
panies. An Elk Grove Village firm Is 
out to recapture as much of that pay- 
out as possible through the sale of sal- 
vageable materials. 


Th«. firm, Underwriters Salvage Co. 


of Chicago, which merged last June 
with the Underwriters Salvage Co. of 
New York, is owned by 64-ma]or Insur- 
ance companies and serves some 400 
Insurance companies. 


"Wo are like a nonprofit organiza- 


tion In that the aim. Is to have no net 
profit. Our sole purpose is to serve the 
industry with regard to salvage," said 
George Fram, recently appointed na- 
tional director of education for the 
firm. 


ALTHOUGH THE firm handle, sal- 


vageable materials from all types of 
disasters, Including floods, tornados 
and ocean mishaps, "our primary 
source of merchandise Is fire," said 
Harold J. Junge, chairman of t/ie 
board. 


When a disaster victim decides to 


accept an insurance company's loss 
and damage estimate and wants no 
part In retaining his merchandise, the 
salvage material is given to a salvage 


firm for sale. The profits help reim- 
burse the insurance company for its 
policy payout. 


The Elk Grove salvage company, 


1400 Busse Rd., makes about $7 mil- 
lion annually for the Insurance com- 
panies through four disposal methods, 
Junge said. The methods are sealed 
bids, negotiated sales,' public auction 
and retail sale. 


".We'd use any one of the four meth- 


ods to get the best possible recovery," 
said Junge. 


AUCTIONS ARE held at the 1400 


Busse Rd. location every third Wed- 
nesday, with. Inspection permitted the 
day before. Anyone can bid, but a ISO 
deposit is the minimum to bid. 


The Village Store, 1434 Busse Rd., Is 


the firm's retail outlet, and it is run 
Just like any other retail store, even 
with money-back guarantees. 


"With an average stock, mostly 


smoke exposure, we'd recover about 
55 cents on the dollar and net back 50 
per cent to the insurance company," 
Junge said. 


At the firm's automobile and equip- 


ment department, 2600 S. Ellis St., 
Addlson Township, just outside Elk 
Grove Village, sealed bid sales are 


held every Tuesday for an average 50 
cars a week. 


"THESE SALES are not open to the 


public," explained Philip A. Farrlng- 
ton, department manager. "Salvage 
vehicles can be sold to dealers only — 
such as new car, used car or auto 
parts dealers." 


So far this year, 1,600 passenger 


cars have been sold at this location, 
Farrington said. The average price 
has. been $525 while the a'verage <tnl- 
ues hnve been J2.200, he added. Ttese 
figures may be higher than one would 
expect because of the theft-recovery 
cars, which often arc late models in 
good or excellent condition. 


"If it's got wheels, it's mine," Far- 


rington said, although he also handles 
boats. 


The auto facility moved out from the 


south side of Chicago last January, 
while the firm's headquarters and re- 
tail store have teen In Elk Grove Vil- 
lage 6.5 years. Junge said It was his 
personal choice to locate in the village. 


"It's personal. I like the area," 


Junge said, adding there were the ad- 
vantages of .being near a residential 
area (for the retail store) and the con- 
venient warehouse facilities.

in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion.

Although enrollment in the 473 


A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1064 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, about 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount 'Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same< effects as, public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns.

"This has been a trend for.the past 


four yean and we anticipate a decline, 
over the next four years,"- said Guy 
Bernacchl,, principal of-Our Lady of 
the Wayside Schooli in Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's 
enrollment 


dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said 'enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an. older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to .509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than-expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children. The 
parish school board had projected a. 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 461, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the school — bringing 
In 23 youngsters, and conducted an in-' 
tensive recruitment program 'which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment.

"Wo were 
passing a truck," she said. 


Tho telephone bill showed calls 


from tho Fullo vacation home June 13 
and 22, 1971. Tho gasoline receipts 
were dated between June 10 and June 
27,1071. 


.U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas said the 
government will object to use of the 
documents as evidence. Mrs. Fulle 
found the papers Saturday and gov- 
ernment attorneys, wore not warned of 
tho documents until Mrs. Fulle testi- 
fied about 4pm. 


Wearing a black pants suit and a 


four-leaf lucky medallion, Mrs. Fulle 
also described a meeting with Adams 
if} July 1974. Adams, who testified he 


passed $30,000 to Fullo in 1970 and 
1971 for favorable zoning for Old 
Madrid, appeared at tho backdoor of 
the Fulle home and warned that 
"your house is under surveillance." 


ADAMS THEN told Fulle that Valu- 


kas and former U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson "were out to get Floyd 
Fullc." Thompson is a Republican par- 
ty candidate for governor and Fullcc, 
who was reportedly pledged to sup- 
port Illinois State's Atty. William 
Scott, Is Cook County GOP chairman. 


When Zimmerman showed Mr& 


Fullc a paper, Identified as a pro- 
posed agreement by Origer to form a 
land trust with Fullo, sho laughed. 


"He (Fulle) threw it In a waste- 


paper basket. I pulled it out. I was 
going to frame It. He tried to bribe 
hard-nosed Floyd Fulle," she said. 


Origer denied knowledge of the pro- 


posed agreement to form a limited 
land trust partnership with Fulle. 


Fulle's attorneys repeated a rapidly 


moving parade of witnesses who 
served on the County Board during 
the alleged payoff period. Former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie, Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne, and eight county 
commissioners all said Fulle never or- 
ganized zoning votes.

"Sold. Thirty to No. 34." 
Every third Wednesday, 17 times a 


year, the warehouse at the Under- 
writers Salvage Co. of Chicago, 1400 
Busse Rd., Elk Grove Village, is 
transformed Into an auction hall. 


Lead auctioneer Dave Kramer is 


fast, but understandable as he sells 
325 to 350 lots of merchandise an hour. 


"Tire rims. Originally sold for $6 


Asking $1, $1.25, $1.50, $2." Until the 
item is sold in less than a minute. 


KRAMER AND his auctioneer's po- 


dium is wheeled along the aisles of 
merchandise as the auction proceeds. 
The movement neither interrupts his 
speech or the tape recording which 
makes sure everyone remembers who 
bid what for what. 


The bidders, who average 145 actual 


buyers per auction, bunch between 
Kramer and the merchandise. 


The "paddle" auction system is 


used. Each bidder, after putting down 
a $50 deposit, is given an oblong piece 
of paper (the paddle) with a number 
on it. The numbers are held in the air 
during bidding, with the item being 
sold to the person with the last paddle 
in the air. 


During an average auction, some 


1,800 lots are sold. Lots, such as auc- 
tioned Wednesday, can consist of 
chairs, cases of household cleaners, 
cans of paint, automotive supplies, a 
musical synthesizer, store check-out 
counters) freezers, clothing and pipes. 


THE QUALITY can vary from new- 


looking to charred items. There were 
cans of paint with the labels all 
burned off. Although all the items are 
salvage — most have been in fires — 
all are considered usable, according 
to Harold J. Junge, chairman of the 
board. 


Kramer, who has been with Under- 


writers Salvage for 18 years, said the 
auctioneer assignment came with the 


foreman's job five years ago. "It's 
very enjoyable, one of the highlights of 
the job," he said. 


It took Kramer six to 12 months "to 


get comfortable" with being the auc- 
tioneer. The best training, he said, is 
"to listen to another auctioneer sell." 


"The first time you do it, it makes 


you a bit nervous," he said. "But af- 
ter a while you're an auctioneer. You 
can tell. I don't now how, but you 
can." 


ABOUT 100 of the bidders at Under- 


writers Salvage auctions are "regu- 
lars," Kramer said. "These people 
are oriented to auctions," Junge 
added They include a man from Mis- 
sissippi who owns a general store and 
regularly buys $5,000 to $6,000 worth 
and a furniture buyer from St. Louis 


"We get the people off the streets 


who follow auctions as a hobby. The 
people who have booths at flea mar- 
kets. The retailer, many of whom 
have bargain or auction stores. And a 
few people who own department 
stores," Junge explained. 


Kramer said he not only knows who 


the regulars are, but he also knows 
what they are interested in buying 
and how much they want to pay. "But 
you never know, they fool you some- 
times," he added. 


Using a computerized system Un- 


derwriters Salvage is able to begin 
delivery on items two days after the 
sale and will complete deliveries in a 
week.

Trouble. Right here in Rolling 


Meadows. That's trouble with a capi- 
tal "T" and that rhymes with "G" 
and that stands for games.

The fury of the good townspeople of 


Hivcr City, Iowa, over a pool hall in 
the musical comedy "The Music 
Man" couldn't touch the hullabaloo in 
R o l l i n g Meadows surrounding a 
proposed family games center. 


The games center is seen as a 


threat to the morality of the city's 
young people by many of the 75 resi- 
dents who turned out Tuesday night to 
support Mayor Roland J. Meyer's cru- 
sade against it. Only a handful spoke 
in favor of the center proposed for the 
Coachlight shopping area by Mr. and 
Mrs. William Abraham and their 10- 
year-old son. Bill. 


MEYER VETOED ordinances pro- 


viding zoning and licensing for the 
center two weeks ago, saying the laws 
an (hey were written wouldn't allow 
the city to control them, and that 
coin-operated • games 
maufacturcrs 


arc controlled by the organized crime 
syndicate. 


The concerns of the residents, how- 


ever, were more along the lines of a 
games center becoming a "breeding 
ground" for dope addicts, drug push- 
ers and tcen-ago gangs. One woman 
also said she feared allowing the cen- 
ter could lead to other "corruption" In 
the city, possibly even massage par- 
lors. 


"This would just be a breeding 


place for more trouble," another 
woman said. "Some of these kids 
would be on dope and they'd be rob- 
bing other people — older people — to 
get money for their dope." 


Donald Hill. 3703 Wren Ln., com- 


mented, "I'm opposed to this. I fee! at 
this time In our community and in our 
country we need a strengthening of 
family tics. I feel a place like this 
would break down those lies even 
more." 


"WHAT ABOUT the gongs?" anoth- 


er resident asked. "We already have 
a problem with teen-age gangs in this 
community and we're just asking for 
worse problems." 


Jack Robinson. 2317 Park St., was 


one of the few who defended the pro- 
posed games center. 


"I've heard here tonight that we're 


Abrahams won't stop games fight 


William and Sheila Abraham say 


they will not give up their efforts to 
open the first coin-operated games 
center in Rolling Meadows.

to the council's license, health, police 
and fire committee for revisions. 
M c a n w h 11 c, the Abrahams must 
rcupply for zoning under the new spe- 
cial use provision. 


Aid. William D. Ahrcns, 2nd, chair- 


man of the license committee, said he 
will ask the city attorney to redraft 


gong to have dopesters and these 
places are filthy, but the young people 
who arc going to use this game room, 
other than the ones who come from 
other communities, arc your own sons 
and daughters," he said.

• Spell out the number and type of 


games the center will have. 


• Require adult supervision. 
• Set forth business hours. 
• Require street frontage so that 


the building may be easily checked by 
patrolling police. 


• Set an age limit for young adults 


using the coin-operated games. 


• P r o v i d e penalities over and 


above the annual business license re- 
view. 


• Specify procedures to be followed 


if the business is sold or subleased 


Although Ahrens said he feels the 


mayor's last point "is the only valid 
one,'' he aaid he will direct the city 
attorney to include most of Meyer's 
suggestions In the revised ordinance.

Rate of decline shows decrease 
Parochial enrollment leveling off 


A Herald staff report 


The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion. 
. Although enrollment in the 473 
A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked 'in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the 'Northwest suburbs, about 


. 12,170 -students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 
.•Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 
pect, Des Plalnes, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feeling the same effects as public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns. 


"This has been a trend for the past 


four years and wp anticipate a decline 
over the next four years," said Guy 


• Bernacchi, principal of Our Lady of 
the 'Wayside School in Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's enrollment 
dropped from 949 last year to 651 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first-grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School,'which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions'over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount' Prospect, said 
that even though-enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than'expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools 'in 
Mount Prospect, is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children. The 
parish school board had projected a 
.first through eighth grade enrollment 
of 481, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the .school — bringing 
in 23 youngsters, and conducted an in- 
tensive recruitment program - which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment. 


Recruitment programs have paid 


•off in other schools in the area as

The enrollment story is pretty much 


the same for Northwest suburban Lu- 
theran schools, although drops in the 
student population are generally at- 
tributed to people moving out of the 
area. 


Edward Vanlck, principal of Imma- 


nuel Lutheran School, Des Plaines, 
said a "tremendous number" of fami- 
lies moved out of the area in the last 
year, causing the enrollment to 'drop 
from 151 to 125 this year. 


Immanuel, like most 
Lutheran 


schools, generally draws its student 
body from its parish. The school now 
has an enrollment committee which, is 
trying to work out an agreement with 
a sister Lutheran church In the city to 
recruit children there. 


I N C R E A S E D TUITION didn't 


change enrollment at Immanuel Lu- 
theran School in Palatine, but again, 
people moving from the area caused a 
drop, said Arlon Steinbach, principal. , 


"Our population is usually pretty 


stable," said Steinbach. "But this 


year we lost a lot of people in the 
parish.''

Junior high girls learn 
defense against attack 


by MARILYN McDONALD 


Two physical education teachers at 


Palatine Hills Junior High School are 
teaching seventh-grade girls simple 
methods of defending 
themselves 


from attacks and rape. 


In a two-week unit taught in girls' 


physical education classes each fall, 
Helene Herbstmnn and Carol Strzala 
show girls how they can rebuff at- 
tacks, and avoid situations in which 
they might be harmed. Mrs. Herbst- 
man learned many of the techniques 
in a college course on self defense and 
felt they were important to pass along 
to her students. 


"We work on the assumption that 


most men expect no reaction at all 
from the woman they attack," Mrs. 
Herbstman said. "With some knowl- 
edge of self-defense, the girls may be 
able to deter the man." 


ABOUT 800 GIRLS have taken the 


self-defense course in the last two 
years, Mrs. Herbstman said. The 
course teaches 12 basic movements of 
eluding an attacker and gives tips on 
how to handle harrassment from ob- 
scene phone callers to home intrud- 
ers.. 


The two teachers have Invited a 


member of the Palatine Police Dept. 
to speak to the girls each year about 
crime in their area and ways to fend 
off attack. "The police make it very 
realistic for the girls, who might not 
otherwise take the self-defense course 
so seriously," Mrs. Herbstman said. 


Policemen tell the girls how to re- 


member key things about anyone who 
tries to attack them. If a prowler at- 
tempts to break Into a home where a 
girl is babysitting, police advise girls 
to call the police and stay on the line 
to keep officers advised as they drive 
to the scene. 
- 


While the police approve of the self- 


defense techniques the girls are learn- 


ing, they advise the girls not to prac- 
tice them on fathers or brothers. In- 
stead of practicing in such an unrea- 
listic situation, police advise girls to 
always be thinking of what they'd do 
if grabbed or attacked, keeping them- 
s e l v e s mentally prepared, Mrs. 
Herbstmnn said. 


"THE GIRLS LOVE the course," 


Mrs. Ifcrbstman said. They ask sur- 
prisingly frank and Intelligent ques- 
tions of the officers, perhaps spurred 
by the knowledge that girls their age 
have been raped in Palatine. Several 
girls have needed to use the tech- 


niques they've learned in class, Mrs. 
Herbstman said, but none of the in- 
cidents were serious. 


Parents were given a brief sample 


of the course at a PTA physical edu- 
cation demonstration night two years 
ago, and the response was good, Mrs. 
Herbstman said. 


Mrs. Herbstman and Mrs. Strzala 


are considering a second course for 
eighth graders next year that would 
teach more advanced techniques of 
self-defense as well as review those 
learned in seventh grade.

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Fulle out of state during 
alleged payoffs time: wife

County Comr. Floyd Fulle jWns 


vacationing in 'Florida and Puerto 
Rico when two contractors allegedly 
delivered $10,000 in zoning extortion 
payments, Fullc's wife said Wednes- 
day during Fullo's extortion trial. 


Patricia R. Fulle produced-a Ken- 


tucky speeding ticket, a Florida tele- 
phone bill and gasoline receipts from 
the Florida trip to provide an alibi for 
her husband. 


"As you know, I've been looking 


high and low for stuff to provo my hus- 
band's Innocence," Mrs. Fulle told de- 
fense attorney Arthur Zimmerman as 
she dramatically pulled the papers 
from her purse. 


Fulle, 666 Laurel, DCS Plnlnes, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to Influence zoning 
for Northwest suburban apartment 
builders. 


BUILDER THOMAS Origcr, former. 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the U.S. District 
Court jury last week that Fullo ac- 
cepted $9,000 about Sept. 19,1968, for 
a Northficld Township zoning payoff. 


P l u m b i n g contractor William 


Adams, who is representing the devel- 
oper of the Old Madrid Apartments in 
Palatine, said last week that ho 
passed $10,000 to Fulle In mid-Juno 
1971. 


The two witnesses grudgingly esti- 


mated the approximate payoff dates 
alter Intense questioning by Fulle's 
attorneys. 


"Do you know If Mr. Origcr saw 


your husband on that date (Sept. 19, 


1068)?" Zimmerman asked Mrs. 
Fulle. 


"Me did not see my husband ... we 


were In San Juan, Puerto Rico," Mrs. 
Fulle said. The Fulles attended a 
travel agents' convention between 
Sept. IS and Sept. 22, she said. 


"Is It possible Mr. Adams met your 


husband on June 15 or June 19, 1971, 
to offer the $10,000 payoff?" Zimmer- 
man asked. 


"NO WAY." Mrs. Fulle said. "We 


were in Florida." 


The couple left DCS Plalnes June 10, 


arrived at their vacation home in Hol- 
lywood, Fin., June 12 and returned 
home June 27, she said. 


"I have a speeding ticket my hus- 


band got on the way, if you want to 
sec it," she said. The pink receipt, 
dated June 11 in Park City, Ky.. 
charged that Fulle was driving 85 
m.p.h. in a 70 m.p.h. zone. "We were 
passing a truck," she said. 


The telephone bill showed calls 


from the Fulle vacation home June 13 
and 22, 1971. The gasoline receipts 
were dated between June 10 and June 
27, 1971. 


U.S. Atty. Anton Valukas said the 


government will object to use of the 
documents as evidence. Mrs. Fulle 
found the papers Saturday and gov- 
ernment attorneys were not warned of 
the documents until Mrs. Fullo testi- 
fied about 4 p.m. 


Wearing a black pants suit and a 


four-leaf lucky medallion, Mrs. Fulte 
also described a meeting with Adams 
in July 1974. Adams, who testified he 
passed $30,000 to Fulle in 1970 and 
1971 for favorable zoning for Old 
Madrid, appeared at the backdoor of 


the Fulle home and warned that 
"your house is under surveillance." 


ADAMS THEN told Fulle that Valu- 


kas and former U.S. Atty. James 
Thompson "were out to get Floyd 
Fulle." Thompson is a Republican par- 
ty candidate for governor and Fullee, 
who was reportedly pledged to sup- 
port Illinois State's Atty. William 
Scott, is Cook County GOP chairman. 


When Zimmerman showed Mr& 


Fulle a paper, Identified as a pro- 
posed agreement by Origer to form a 
land trust with Fulle, she laughed. 


"He (Fulle) threw it in a waste- 


paper basket. I pulled .it out. I was 
going to frame it. He tried to bribe 
hard-nosed Floyd Fulle," she said. 


Origer denied knowledge of the pro- 


posed agreement to form a limited 
land trust partnership with Fulle. 


Fulle's attorneys repeated a rapidly 


moving parade of witnesses who 
served on the County Board during 
the alleged payoff period. Former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogllvle, Board Pres. 
George W. Dunne, and eight county 
commissioners all said Fulle never or- 
ganized zoning votes. 


Palatine Trustee Robert J. Guss 


said the North View Homeowners' 
Assn. asked Fulle to delay or block 
Old Madrid zoning. Fulle also attend- 
ed two homeowners meetings to dis- 
cuss the zoning. 


Despite testimony from county offi- 


cials that Fulle did not line up zoning 
votes, Guss said that "I was given the 
assurance by Mr. Fulle that Republi- 
can members would vote against," 
the first petition to rezone the 66 acres 
In Palatine.

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In study for village 
Higher speed limits 
urged on 4 streets 


An increase in speed limits on (our 


Palatine streets and the removal of 
several stop signs Is recommended in 
a speed limit study released by a con- 
sulting firm. 


The speed limit study Is the first 


part of a $17,000 traffic control study 
of tho village being prepared by Bar- 
ton-Aschmnnn and Associates, an 
Evanston consulting firm. The study 
Is being funded under an Illinois Dcpt. 
of Transportation grant. The state 
pays 70 per cent of the costs and the 
village 30 per cent. 


Tho report, which has been referred 


to the village board's streets and traf- 
fic committee for review, recom- 
mends increasing the speed limit 
from 30 to 35 miles per hour at the 
following locations: 


• Illinois Avenue from Qucntln to 


Plum Grove roads. 


• Baldwin Road from Hicks to 


Rohlwing roads. 


• Wllko Road from Anderson to Ali- 


son drives. 


• Carpenter Drive from Chcstview 


to Sanborn drives. 


Village officials have indicated they 


do not agree with the results of the 
survey and have withheld payment of 
the village's share of tho study until 
the streets and traffic committee re-. 
views tho study. 


The citizens council of the Palatine 


Advisory Board had requested a vil- 
lage-wide traffic study after receiving 
numerous requests from residents to 
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have the speed limit on residential 
streets reduced from 30 to 25 miles 
per hour. 


One of the streets most frequently 


identified as a traffic problem on ac- 
tion forms filed with the Citizens 
Council is Illinois Avenue between 
Qucntin and Plum Grove roads. 


RESIDENTS OF the Hunting Ridge 


area and surrounding homeowners 
have asked for traffic signals and low- 
er, speed limits on Illinois Avenue be- 
cause of the location of Pleasant Hill 
School, Blrchwood Park and William 


Fremd High School along the street. 


Commenting on the recommenda- 


tion, the report states that "drivers 
regard these routes as a higher level 
than residential streets and thus be- 
: lleve that a higher speed is more rea- 
sonable." It is added that an increase 
in the speed limits would not sig- 
nificantly change the speeds that mo- 
torists currently travel on these 
roads. 


The four roads were among 12 


primary streets and nine neighbor-

Defense for attack taught 
to 800 girls at junior high 


by MARILYN McDONALD 


Two .physical education teachers at 


Palatine Hills Junior High School are 
teaching seventh-grade girls, simple 
methods of defending themselves 
from attacks and rape. 


In a two-week unit taught in girls' 


physical education classes .each fall, 
Hclcnc Hcrbstman and Carol Strzala 
show girls how they can rebuff at- 
tacks and avoid situations in which 
they might be harmed. Mrs. Hcrbst- 
man learned many of the techniques 
in a college course on self defense and 
felt they were important to pass along 
to her students. 


"We work on the assumption that 


most men expect no reaction at all 
from the woman they attack," Mrs. 
Hcrbstman said. "With some knowl- 
edge of self-defense, the girls may be 
able to deter the man." 


ABOUT 800 GIRLS have taken the 


self-defense course in the last two 
years, Mrs. Herbstman said. The 
course teaches 12 basic movements of 
eluding an attacker and gives tips on, 
how to handle harrassment from ob- 
scene phone callers to home intrud- 
ers. 


The two teachers have invited a 


member of the Palatine Police Dept. 
to speak to the girls each year about 
crime in their area and ways to fend 
off attack. "The police make it very 
realistic for the girls, who might not 
otherwise take the self-defense course 
so seriously," Mrs. Herbstman said. 


Policemen tell the girls! how to re- 


member key things aboutany one who 
tries to attack them. If a. prowler at- 
tempts to break into a hope where a 
girl is babysitting, police'advise girls 
to.call the police'and stay on the line, 


• to keep officers advised as they drive 
to the scene. 


• •'While'the police approve of the self-,, 
defense techniques the girls are learn-, 
ing, they advise the girls not to prac- 
tice them on fathers or brothers. In- 
stead of practicing in such an unrea- 
listic situation, police advise girls to 
always be thinking of what they'd do 
if grabbed or attacked, keeping tnerh- 
selves mentally prepared, Mrs. 
Herbstman said.' 


"THE GIRLS LOVE the course," 


Mrs. Herbstman said. They ask sur- 
prisingly frank and Intelligent ques- 
tions of the officers, perhaps spurred 
by the knowledge that girls their age 
have been raped in Palatine. Several 
girls have needed to use the tech- 
niques they've learned in class, Mrs. 
Herbstman said, but none of the in- 
cidents were serious. 
. Parents were given a brief sample 
of the course at a PTA physical edu- 
cation demonstration night two years 
. ago, and the response was good, Mrs. 


Herbstman said. •'*" 


Mrs. Herbstman and Mrs. Strzala 


are considering a second course for 
eighth graders .next year that would 
teach more advanced techniques of 
self-defense as well as review those 
learned in seventh grade.

A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of-decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said .the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


382,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
'are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest suburbs, about 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 


' lie schools, & 3 per cent decrease com- 
' pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Flames, Arlington Heights, 


''Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 


feeling the same effects as public 
schools as the population* of children 
continues to drop In the more settled 
towns/ 
. 


"This has been a trend for the past 


four years and we anticipate a decline 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchi, principal of Our Lady of 
'the Wayside School in Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's enrollment 
dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the' graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining," sdid James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions'over the downtown 
area. 


.SISTER JUDY, principal of St. Ray-

tucky speeding ticket, a Florida tele- 
phone bill and gasoline receipts from 
the Florida trip to provide an alibi for 
her husband. 


"As you know, I've been looking 


high and low for stuff to prove my hus- 
band's Innocence," Mrs. Fulle told de- 
fens* attorney Arthur Zimmerman as 
she dramatically pulled the papers 
from her purse. 


Fulle, 6M Laurel, Dea Plalnes, was 


indicted Feb. 13 on federal charges of 
extortion, tax fraud and perjury for 
accepting payoffs to influence zoning 
for Northwest suburban apartment 
builders. 


BUILDER THOMAS Orlgcr, former 


owner of the defunct Chicago Fire 
football team, told the U.S. District 
Court jury last week that Fulle ac- 
cepted $9,000 about Sept. 19, 1988, for 
a Northfleld Township zoning payoff. 


P l u m b i n g contractor William 


Adams, who Is representing the devel- 
oper of the Old Madrid Apartments In 
Palatine, said last week that he 
passed $10,000 to Fulle In mid-June 
1971. 


The two witnesses grudgingly esti- 


mated the approximate payoff dates 
alter intense questioning by Fulle's 
attorneys. 


"Do you know If Mr. Origer saw 


your husband on that date (Sept. 19, 
1968)7" Zimmerman asked Mrs.

hood streets studied. No change In the 
speed limits on the other streets was 
recommended. 


Factors used in the study to deter- 


' mine appropriate speed limits were, 
the speed motorists are currently^ 
traveling, condition of .the streets, 
width of the streets, pedestrian traffic 
and number of accidents. 


THE USE OF stop signs throughout 


the village to reduce speed limits on 
residential streets was also criticized 
in the study. Cedar Avenue, Carpenter 
Drive and Illinois Avenue were cited 
as examples of where stop signs had 
been overused. 


"Stop signs have been shown to be 


ineffective in substantially reducing 
speeds. The use of unwarranted stop 
signs causes disrespect by the motor- 
ists who regard them as unnecessary 
.Inconveniences. They will Ignore these 
stop signs just as they Ignore unrea- 
sonable speed limits," the report 
states.

Village Engineer Bernard H. R. 


Hcmmeter said installation 
of the 


Meier Road sewer, which drains St. 
Cecilia's retention basin, appears to 
have reduced flooding problems along 
Meier Road. 


Hemmeter said the village received 


no complaints of flooding during last 
week's heavy rains. "There were no 
complaints from the Lawrence Lane 
area, where they always get flooding 
problems," he said. 


THE SEWER WORK is nearly com- 


pleted, with only the final inspection 
and surface work to be done. The 
project cost $57,261. 


Some work still remains to be done 


on the Linneman and Na-Wa-Ta storm 
sewer improvements. The sewer will 
drain the retention basin at Golf Road 
and Linneman into Welter Creek. It is 
also expected to relieve flooding prob- 
lems on Can-Dota Avenue. 


Hemmeter said crews from San- 


tucci Bros. Construction Co. still have 
to install the section of sewer under 
Golf Road. The project will cost 
$270,000. 


The major flood improvement proj- 


ect approved by village officials this 
year has not yet started. Hemmeter 
said the Lamon Construction Co. is 
still waiting for materials to arrive 
before starting work on the Elk Grove 
Village storm sewer. 


THIS SEWER WILL divert water 


coming from Arlington Heights into 
the southwest corner of the village. 
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The new pipes will bring the water 
north to the Clcarwater Park reten- 
tion basin. The project 
will cist 


$324.22!. 


All of the projects arc being fi- 


nanced with a $2 million flood im- 
provements bond issue. Hemmeter 
said once these improvements are 
completed, the village will be about 
halfway through its proposed flood 
control program. 


Windsor street

won't go through the winter." 


The developer had installed the 


base on the subdivision streets, but 
failed to put down the final blacktop 
surface. Eppley said the bonds for "the 
project were not the proper type and 
therefore of no use in getting the 
streets paved. 


"They weren't worth anything in 


the first place," Eppley said, noting 
the bonds were performance instead 
of surety bonds. The bonds were ac- 
cepted in 1970 before Eppley became 
manager. 


Eppley said he plans to recoup the 


cost of the project from Frediani. 
"The village has stepped in and will 
recover from him," he said, noting a 
letter shortly will be sent. 


The streets affected include Ash 


Drive, Cypress Avenue, Beechwood 
Drive, Willow Lane, Church Road, 
Grace Drive, Palm Drive and Lancas- 
ter Avenue.

Rate of decline shoivs decrease 
Parochial enrollment leveling off 


A Herald staff report 


The era of plummeting enrollment 


in parochial schools appears to have 
ended as enrollment figures for the 
1975-76 school year point to stabiliza- 
tion. 
' Although enrollment in the 475 
A r c h d i o c e s e of Chicago schools 
dropped 3.7 per cent compared with 
last year, this is the second year in a 
row that the rate of decline has shown 
a marked decrease, said the Rev. H. 
Robert Clark, superintendent. 


Enrollment peaked in 1964 with 


362,000 students. 


THIS YEAR 215,796 students are en- 


rolled compared with 224,121 last 
year. Elementary school enrollment 
dropped 4 per cent and high schools 
are down 2 per cent. 


In the Northwest' suburbs, about 


12,170 students are enrolled in Catho- 
lic schools, a 3 per cent decrease com- 
pared to the 12,550 enrolled last year. 


Parochial schools in Mount Pros- 


pect, Des Plaines, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows are 
feellrig the same effects as public 
schools as the population of children 
continues to drop in the more settled 
towns. 


"This has Been a trend for the past 


four yean and we anticipate a decline 
over the next four years," said Guy 
Bernacchl, principal of Our Lady of 
the Wayside School in 
Arlington 


H e i g h t s . Wayside's 
enrollment 


dropped from 949 last year to 851 this 
year after the graduation of "our 
largest eighth grade class." Ber- 
nacchi said enrollment in first grade 
is picking up "But there just aren't 
that many (first graders) out there 
right now." 


Being in an older section of Des 


Plaines has affected enrollment at St. 
Mary's School, which seems to have 
' made it through a period of dramatic 
decline. Primary grade enrollment is 
gaining, said James Burns, principal, 
but the location of the school hurts the 
enrollment as younger families choose 
newer subdivisions over the downtown 
area. 


SISTER JUDY, principal,of St. Ray- 


mond School, Mount Prospect, said 
that even though enrollment fell from 
536 to 509 students the numbers are 
considerably better than expected. St. 
Raymond, like public schools in 
Mount Prospect, is suffering from the 
dwindling population of children.- The 
parish school board had projected a 
first through eighth grade enrollment 
' of 461, she said. St. Raymond added a 
kindergarten to the school — bringing 
in 23 youngsters, and conducted an in- 
tensive recruitment program which 
brought in the better-than-expected 
enrollment. 


Recruitment programs ba,ve paid 


off in other schools in the area as

Picture similar for Lutherans 


The enrollment story is pretty much 


the same for Northwest suburban Lu- 
theran schools, although drops in the 
student population are generally at- 
tributed to people moving out of the 
area. 


Edward Vanick, principal of Imma- 


nuel Lutheran School, Des Plaines, 
said a "tremendous number" of fami- 
lies moved but of the area in the last 
year, causing the enrollment to drop 
from 151 to 125 this year. 


Immanuel, like most 
Lutheran 


schools, generally draws its student 
body from its parish. The school now 
has an enrollment committee which is 
trying to work out an agreement with. 
a sister Lutheran church in the city to 
recruit children there. 


I N C R E A S E D TUITION didn't 


change enrollment at Immanuel Lu- 
theran School in Palatine, but again, 
people moving from the area caused a 
drop, said Arlon Steinbach, principal.' 


."Our population is usually pretty 


stable," said Steinbach. "But,this 


year we lost a lot of people in the 
parish.'' 


St. John's Lutheran School in Mount 


Prospect and St. Peter's in Arlington 
Heights have increased enrollments 
this year. 


Principal Warren Ford of St. 


John's, said enrollment is rising be- 
cause more people are looking for & 
"Christian education combined with 
quality." 


John Schendel, principal at St. Pe- 


ter's, is finding that more students 
are transferring to his school from 
public schools. "We had quite a stu- 
dentship drive last year, talking to 
people about what we have to offer. 
There are 4,000 members in our con- 
gregation and our teachers went out 
to visit members in their homes," he 
said. 


St. Peter's has come to the point of 


having a waiting list for some grades 
and has enrolled a number of students 
whose families are not members of 
the parish.

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New flood plain plan 
aired at public hearing 


By December of this year, construc- 


tion within the flood plain of the Up- 
. per Salt Creek and tributaries in Pal- 
atine, Schnumburg, and Elk Grove 
townships will bo governed by the 
.state. 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation, 


Division of Water Resources Wednes- 
day at a public hearing in Rolling 
Meadows asked interested persons to 
comment on a flood plain construction 
permit system it plans to put in effect 
by the end of the year.
